in that of the Sieur Rabbi, on the gth. of Auguſt, with 
a Cypher to them, in the ſame Pacquet. I thank you for 
the good Advice you ſent me, and have not fail'd to ac- 
quaint the King with ir, as I was oblig'd to do, for his 
Service, and your Satisfation : We ſhall make uſe of it 
as Phyſicians do of innocent Remedies, that never hurr. 
His Majeſty is reſfolv'd at any rate to ridd himſelf 
of this Afair of the Yaltoline, provided his Honour will 
not ſuffer by ir.

the Fort of Thoulon, having furrender'd themſelves at Dit- 

| Cretion to his Majeſty, the King was refolv'd to have 
-part of © them hang'd, another ſent to the Gallies, 
"and the leaſt guilty among them to be pardond. 
But fo it fell our, that as the Guards were entring the 

- above-mention'd Fort, to prevent any Diſorder , tome 
Hugonots, more deſperate than their Fellows, and among 

\ the reſt one Chambelan of Privas, who had, as long as

All Endeavours were us'l to fave it from 
being burnt, but in vain, for not one Houſe 1s left ſtand- 
ing 1n the Town, but all bury'd in Aſhes. Nothing was 
omitted that might ſerve to preſerve thoſe that were re- 
tir'd into the Fort of Toulon, from the Fury of the Sol- 
diers, but they were conſtrain'd to expoſe themſelves to 
it, leaping down from their Fortifications, and giving the 
Soldiers an occaſion to exerciſe their Rage upon them 
with Fire, with which ſome deſperate Fellows a- 
mong them, thought to have burnt themſelves with the 
King's People. | 

Heaven was ſo kind to me, that I did not behold this 
cruel Scene ; for the ſmall Fatigue I had undergone for 
about ſeven or eight Days, during the Siege, conſtrain'd 
me to keep my Bed that very Day,on which theſe Wretches 
were us'd in this manner. 

This involuntary Rigour qyvhich befel this City, and 
the Clemency that his Majeſty has .ſhew'd towards thoſe 
places that ſurrendred freely, will convince the reſt how 
much they are oblig'd in Intereſt ro make their Peace in 
time, and not ſtay till they are conſtrain'd to return ta 
their Duty. And indeed in theſe Parts, four or five 
ſnall Cities, but well fortify'd, have already ſurrendred, vs, 
Baſtide, Vagnac, Ia Tour de Salvas, and Baulines. Chabrille 
15 to wait upon the King to Morrow, and yield up to him 
all the ſmall Caſtles of Bouffiers, and the Baulines, which 
were look'd upon to be the ſtrongeſt of the ſaid Places. 

On the Tenth Day after the Trenches were open, Pr:- 
v5 was taken, altho* the Fortifications of that Town 
were exceeding ſtrong.

Have again diſpatch'd the Sieur de Rentiere to you with 

all ſpeed, to acquaint you that we have ſeized a Let- 
ter from the King of Spain, direfted to the Cardinal Js 
fant, wherein he tells him in expreſs Terms, that were 
it not for the War of Italy, he had before this made a 
Deſcent upon Languedoc, and that he employs all his Ef- 
forts to carry on that Deſign. . Beſides theſe general 
Terms, when he comes to Particulars, he plainly fays 
that he is reſolv'd to ſurprize Mazeres. 

To prevent this Deſign, you are order'd immediately 
upon the receipt of this, to put the two Regiments on 
foot for which you have receiv'd Commiſſions, and rea- 
dy Money is ſent to you to defray your Charges in rai- 
ſing them ; and ſince the Paſſes of Col Saint-Louis, and Col 
de Terneres are the only two places through which they 
Enemy can come towards Mazeres and Saverdan, you 
muſt diſpatch ſome Forces with all expedition to ſeize and 
fortifie them. 

Now becauſe *tis impoſſible to keep. Col de Terneres any 
otlier way but by fortifying Forcereal. in the Enemy's 
Country, and Col de las-Batailks in ours, you muſt ſeize 
the above-mention'd Col de las-Batailles, and fortifie it ; 
and the King will impower you to ſurprize Forcereal, 
and fortifie it, provided you art able to keep it, as the 
Steur de Rentiere propoſes it feaſible. 

His Majeſty hkewiſe gives you power to poſſeſs your 
ſelf of Aupoulx ; which place the aforeſaid Sieur de Ren- 
ziere tells us, may be eaſily gain'd ; and when once in our 
Poſleſhon, ſo eaſe to be kepr, that 'tis impoſlible for all the 
Force of Spain to wreſt it out of our Hands. | 

I am apt to believe that theſe two Deſigns cannot 
well miſcarry, provided they are put in execution with 
ſpeed and ſecrefie. Beſides the Sieur de Rentiere, whom - 
we have truſted with this Matter, no Man living has. 
the leaſt knowledge of it ; and in the Country it _ le 
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be eafie enough to keep it ſecret, by pretending that all 
theſe Preparations you make are for the Defence and Pre- 
(ervation of your Frontier, which the Enemy has pub- 
lickly threaten'd to attack. 

As for Mazeres, when you are upon the Spot, you'll : 
be able to judge whether it will be more expedient to 
put that place in a poſture of Defence againſt an Army 
that can come none of the ſtrongeſt out of Spain, or ta 
xaze it more than it-1s at preſent. 

My Opinion is, that it will be our beſt way to guard 
the Paſſes thro! which the Enemy muſt march to viſit 
-Us, and publickly to take notice that we are inform'd 
of their Deſigns. Upon this, in all probability, they 
will not attempt to pur them in execution ; or if they 
ſhou'd, the Paſſes being ſufficiently” guarded , and the 
Country in Arms, they muſt unavoidably fail in their

However, if you ſhou'd not think this ſufficient, omit 
nothing that you \believe may be ſerviceable to your Af- 
fairs, and for that effe&, viſit all . places in Perſon.

Now what happen'd lately in 
relation to the Mareſchal d'Eſirees, being of ſuch a nature 
that it may draw very ill Conſequences along with it, I 
ſhou'd plainly be wanting to my Duty, if I did not make 
my humble Supplications to you, to employ your Pru- 
dence upon this Occaſion.

Have difſpatch'd this Courrier on- purpoſe to you, to 
inform you with all ſpeed, that beſides the Artack 
which the King of Spain makes on the Coaſts of Bayonne, 
he prepares another for Languedoc, which he deſigns to 
make on the Fifteenth of 7uly. 'To facilitate this Enter= ' 
prize, he has fummoned all the Power of Spain, and ſei- 
zed on all the Coach-Horſes in Madrid, to mount the Ca-. 
yvalry. You may eaſily believe that T am well ſatisfied 
how difficult it is for Spaiz tro make two powerful At- 
tacks at the ſame time ; but however, 'tis very certain 
that this is their Deſign, and. that the Enemy pretend to 
make aDeſcent upon Languedoc both by Sea and by Land. 
Being no longer employ's in the Iflands, their-Naval For- 
ces may help to execute this Attempr. 

Now to prevent this Storm, I deſire you to advance to 
Narbowne with all dition ; take the Sieur d* Argencours 
along with you, to ſee what is neceſſary to be done there, 
and accordingly pur every thing in order without delay. 
Poſt the Regiment of Languedoc in ſome neighbouring 
place, to help you in caſe of need.

& - 'The latter comes to inform you that the Holanders 
having been in great Pain at ſome Reports that have been 
ſcatter'd abroad, that your Army conſiſts of no more than 
eight or nine thouſand Men ; I beſeech you, that for rhe 
future you will not ſuffer the Commiſſaries that make rhe 
Reviews, to order their Accounts, ſo as has been praiſed 
of late. They cannot be too exaG& to ſer down no more 
Men than they find in the Army ; but then *tis reaſona= 
ble they ſhould put thoſe in the Number, that are reckon'd 
inPay. Now in their preſent Supputations, they never recs 
kon the Captain, the Lieutenant, the Enſign, the two Serge- 
ants, the Drummer, the Haut-boy, and the Quartermaſter ; 
nor what is more, the three Men that are allowed to the: 
three great Officers, for want of which they are forced 
to take other Soldiers, when their Baggage marches. Thus 
not reckoning in every Company the eleven Men that 
are effeQtually there, it comes to paſs, rhat in a Regiment 
conſiſting of twenty Companies, we loſe two hundred 
and twenty Men. By this means the Enemy having al- 
ways Spies in our Army, and knowing that Peopleare ſel- 
dom guilty of making their numbers leſs than they are, 


. imagine that we are fewer than in reality we are ; which

He pro- 
miles himſelf to be Maſter of the place by the 2orh. of 
September, and makes no great account of the Garriſon, 
as knowing it conliſts of no more than two thouſand 
five hundred Men. He informs us, that the greateit part 
of the Towns in Flanders, and Breda among the reſt, are 
but ſlenderly provided with Ammunition, and encoura- 
ges us to - undertake ſome Siege in the heart of the 
Country, meaning "Mons or Yalencienmgs. T don't ſend 
you this account, as- you perhaps may imagine, to conſf1- 
der whether theſe things are praQicable, bur only to ac- 
quaint you with what has been communicated to us. 

On thre other hand, we have ſurprized a Letter at Sea, 
written by the Cardinal Infant to the Emperour, after the 
taking of Landrechy, wherein he complains of Picolomini 
and tells him, their Afﬀairs are in a deplorable condition, 
if the French, making a right uſe of their Victory, ad- 
vance into the heart of the Country. He poſitively af- 
ſares him, that he cannot take the Field againſt the Hol- 
landers with leſs than thirteen thouſand Foot, and five 
thouſand Horſe ; and that he has none but Bpalancon to op- 

ofſe to the French, who has no more than five thouſand 
4 and thirty Troops of Horſe, reckoning P:colomini's 
Forces, which he ſays don't amount to eighteen hun- 
dred Horſe, and five thouſand Foot , altho* the other 
wou'd have them paſs for more. He concludes that none 
but God can remedy their Aﬀars..} - 

Now conſidering all this, which is moſt certainly true, 
T leave it to your Prudence to ſee what 'may be done with 
the Re-inforcement that is marching up. to you. 

We can ſtrengthen you with fifteen hundred Horſe, 
compoſed of a thouſand commanded by the Szeur de Buſſy, 
and five hundred more that are at Doulans. 

We can likewiſe give you the Regiments of- P:cardy, 
Navarre, and the two Brezez, that are quartered near Dou- 
lans ; which, reckoning the Officers, make up four thou- 
{and effeQive Men in all. 


More 
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More than this, we -can give you the Regiments: of 
Belnave, Xaintonge, Bachevilliers, Caſtlenau, and Montmexze, 
that will make up four thouſand Men more. 

Now I leave it to your conſideration, er when 
you have receiv'd this Re-inforcement, wilfhh you may 
expect by the fifteenth of this Month, you may nor be a- 
ble to form two ſeperate Bodies, one conſiſting of ſeven 
thouſand Horſe, and eight or ten thouſand Foot, to march 
againſt the Enemy ; and the other of two thouſand Horſe, 
and the reſt of your Infantry, to attack any ſuch place as

Beſides the above-mention'd Forces, I am of opinion 
ve ſhall be able- next September, to give you ſix Regi- 
ments more, viz.

| Bo extremely glad to be inform'd' by yours of the 
9th. of this Month, after what-manner Afairs went on 
your ſide. You found by my former Letter, which TI 
gave Monſieur de Combour to deliver to you, that the King 
gives you full liberty ro a& at your Diſcretion, and thar 
your Advices and ours did not differ. ; 

I never knew particularly what fort of a place St. Guit 
lain was, for which reaſon I writ ro you concerning it, 
as a thing fir to be undertaken, if you judged it worth 
the while. The Difficulties we muſt expeCt to find there 
Now, upon account of the two Men that were hanged, 
have wholly alter'd the Face of this Afﬀair ; ſo that we muſt 
comfort our ſelves, if Maubenge, as you repreſent it, can 
do us the ſame kindneſs. In ſuch a caſe it will be ne- 
ceſlary for you to fortifie your ſelf there as well as you 
can. I did not ſo much apprehend the difficulty of ra- 
king St. Guilain, as that of keeping it, which cou'd not 
be done without great Convoys, that require abundance 
of Troops, and in the Winter are almoſt impoſſible. If 
we cou'd take Avenes, as I moſt afluredly believe we may, 
we ſhou'd have reaſon to ſay that this Campagne was em- 


ploy'd happily enough. This is therefore the. Point to | 


which we muſt ſtick ; and by keeping the Sambre, whereof

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now you are Maſter, ſtill in your power , . you may 
hinder the Enemy from coming to the relief of ir. 

Bezancon, when he was here, pronufed to do Wonders 
in the good ordering of the Army ; for which reaſon we 
have ſent him word to go to wait upon you, that by 
your Orders he might as far as 1s poſſible, hinder the Sol- 
diers from making havock of the Corn ; for IT well fore- 
ſee that it will be an impoſſible Matter to furniſh ſo great 
a Body with Corn enough, if you don't make them ſub-

one Touches, of Metz , 1s gone to convoy 'four or

A Meflage has been ſent to Monſieur Lambert to joyn 
de Buſſy's Army at Eſftren, between Capelle and Avenes, 
and to ſtay there till you ſend him farther Orders. 

As for the Owners of the Horſes that bring Proviſions 
ro your Army, they ſhall have all due encouragement to 
make them continue in the Service. In the mean time you 
muſt take care to prevent them from leaving you. | 

I have ſeen a Letter of the Sieur 4rnauld, dated the xoth. 
of this Month, and written to the Reverend F. Joſeph, 
wherein he wonders that the Month's Pay, which, accord- 
ing to his account, ought to have arrived at the Army on 
the 15th. was not yet come. The aforeſaid Sicur indeed, 
when he was here, ſollicited for a Month's Pay for the 
15th. upon which I was reſolv'd to uſe all my Intereſt 
with Monſieur de Bullion, to have it got ready, and do the 
fame every Day, and yet I cannor bring him to name a- 
ny preciſe time. All that I can aſſure you of at preſent, 
iS that it ſhall be ready without fail ſome time this Month.

The Firſt, Regards rhe Emperour's reſtoring the Duke of 
Mantua to. his 'Dominions, and his ſecurity of enjoying 'em 
for the future. 

Tize Second, Concerning the Liberty that every Soveraign 
Prince has, to pur whatever Garriſons he pleaſes into his 
Towne. | 

The Third, About the Right the Duke of Sawy prerends 
ro Montferrat, and the Duke of Guaſtalls ro Mantua. 

The Fourth, Upon reſtoring ſeveral Places belonging to the 
Garriſons, with-hcld by the Emperour 3 as alſo what His Ma- 
zefty enjoys 1n the Territories of his Hignels of Savoy.

There have been ſeveral Conteſts about the Inveſtiture 
of the Duke of Mantua. The French ummedjarely demanded 
to have it perform'd puriuant to a Treaty, and that 


with Reaſon ; for tie Duke of Man!ua having claim'd it 


ſo long fince, by his Son, ſert Envoy, methinks the Empe- 
rour ſhould nor think of deferring it lonzer, the previous 
Ceremonies being once paſt. On the contrary, the Imperia- 
liſts and Spaniards offered to perform it in three Weeks after 
the Treaty, becauſe they would have time ſufficient for him 
ro demand it a new. Now, although this Formality ſeem'd 
ro be only for gaining more time, yet France has agreed to 
Its | 

As to the Second Point, The Spaniards infiſted, That the 
French ſhould fo abſolutely quit Cazal, that the Duke of Man- 
tua might never admit any of 'em into it again. To which 
was Anſwer'd, by thoſe that atted for the King, Thar their 


Propofition was not reaſonable, becauſe the Duke of Savoy - 
had always equally entertain'd French and Spaniards when he 


pleas'd; that all Soveraign Princes have ever had this Li- 
berty, and that if his Highneſs of Mantua was to be depriv'd 
of admitring Strangers, becauſe he was an ſralian Prince, in 
the like manner the Spaniards ought to be excluded Milan, 
Naples and Scicily, being no Narives there. Alſo, That France 
did not require the French ſhould remain in Cazal, bur only 
that the Duke of Mantua ſhould not be deny'd a Right to 
make uſe of what Garriſon he pleas'd, and which might ex- 
tend as well to Germany and Spain, as to France. The Mar- 
queſs of Spino/a would by no means conſent to this Arricle, 
Affirming, That tho' he ſhould loſe four Battles, he would nor 
doit: For, ſays he, I can never look upon my Maſter's Terri- 


. tories to be ſafe, as long as the French have any Footing in 


Italy. 

To obviate the ill Apprehenſion he had upon this Article, 
It was ofer'd, That the Number of the French admitted into 
Montferrat. in caſe the Duke of Mantua would pleaſe to accept 
'em, ſhould be limited to 12 or 1500 Men, which might nor 
be capable of giving any reaſonable cauſe of Sulpition ; bur 
nevertheleſs, the Marqueſs perfiſted in his Refufal. Ar length 
the Mediators interpos'd to this Effte&t, Thar altho' ix were 
ſaid, ' that all the French ſhould go out of the Duke of Man- 
tua's Territories, and they ſhould Quit emi accordingly, yer 
the Duke of Savoy might cafily ſufter 2 or Zoo to paſs in ſmall 
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Numbers through his Country, without being thoughr ro 
know that they went to ſerve his Highneſs of Mantua. 

To this Overture was Anſwered, That over and above, 
that it was Infamous in itſelf, the Spaniards that ſhould ſuffer 
it, would pretend we had infring'd the Treaty that was to be 
made, and thereupon tax His Majefiy with Breach. of Faith 3 
the Conſideration of both which, would be enough to with- 
hold us from any ſuch PraGtice.. EY 

As to the Third Point, Two Difficulties aroſe : Firſt, That 
the Duke of Savoy would have his Diviſion in ſuch Place as he 
lik'd beſt in Montferrat, altho' that Choice belong'd only to 
thoſe that Pay. The Second, He always infifted on the Pay- 
ment of 15020 Crowns per Annmm, which were promi:'d him 
the year before, with Tr7n2, out of the ſame Revenues which 
the Duke of Montferrat had, when the Right he claims ro the 
ſaid Dominions fell ro him. Whereby he would have exclu- 
ded moſt of the. Prerogarives the Duke of Mantua now en- 
joys, alrho* they were altogether Rereditary. By which 
means, inſtead of 1$gqoo Crowns a year, he would have had 
above $0000. . 

To this the Duke of Mantua reply*'d, That thoſe 15000 
Crowns were to be paid out of the Revenues he enjoy'd when 
he promis'd to pay 'em. Nevertheleſs, the Duke of Savoy 

would never quit any of his Claims; and did poſitively aver, 
That if ir was givenany other way, the Duke of Mantua muſt 
never expett co live in Amity or Peace with him. 

As to the Fourth Point, The Imperialiſts and Spaniards have 
demanded, That Suſa, Pignerot, and whatever elſe the King 
holds in 7taly, might be reftored on the ſame day they ſhould 
give up the Paſſes of the Griſons. It has been Anſwered 
in fayour of France, That all that could be expeRed, was, 
That the Reſtitution of Syſa ſhould Ballance the Paſſes of the 
Griſons ; becauſe Suſa was taken to get the ſaid Paſles, in or- 
der to march againſt Spain, who then Atrack'd the Duke of 


- Mantua, and that 1t was not the ſaine with P7gnerol, which 


was taken to avoid an irreconcileable War with Spain : Hows- 
ever, Cardinal Rzchelies, who Aced for the King, when he 
gave his Cohiſent to the Reſtitution of Suſa at the ſame time 
with the Paſſes, did ſtill infift, That as he could not conſent 
ro the Reſtoring of Pignerol, as having no Orders from the 
King, who at that rimeknew nothing of its being taken, did 


aſſure 'em, that the greateſt Difficulty would not be in the 


Reſtitution, but the manner of irs being Reſtor'd. 
. He 
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He ſaid, moreover, to the Legate, That being ſo far off from 

the King, and in ſuch an Employ as he was, he ought neither 
ro adviſe him to reſtore, or nor to reſtore P7gnerol ; but on 
the contrary, would wair His Majeſty's Orders. But never- 
chelefs, if all orher Matters concurr'd to accompliſh ir, he 
doub:ed nor, but that Her Highneſs, the Dutcheſs, might eafly 
obtain the ſaid Reſtitution, by means of the Queen her Mo- 
ther, and that thereupon, he ſhould have Permiflion to ac- 
quaint His Holineſs from His Majeſty of the ſame. 
; The ſaid Sieur Cardinal, has divers times repreſented to 
4 thoſe that were to Treat, That his Maſter defir'd Pignerol, 
only to ſecure the Treaty that was to be made; fo that rhe 
only way to incline him to ſurrender, were, to fatisfie him 
about the ſame. For this purpoſe, he has always deiir'd, on 
5 rhe King's account, the Princes of 7taly, ro enter into. a 
i League, for the defence of the Duke of Mantua, in caſe he 
: ſhould be attack'd again. Which has been all along refus'd, 
unleſs, thar ar laft, they ſeem'd a little inclin'd to hear him. 

He has likewiſe requir'd the Mediation of the Pope, and 
College of Cardinals, which was alſo deny'd, unleſs, that in 
concluſion, the Legate told him, Thar if he had infiſted only 
upon that, the Peace of Iraly had nor be&n ſo long deferr'd. 
Then Father Valerien, a Capuchin Fryer, who came from 
Germany, on purpoſe to facilitate the Peace, propos'd, That 
the Emperor would oblige the Cacholick League, and the 
Colledge of Ele@ors, to the Defence of the D. of Mantua, 
if he ſhould be attack'd. But the Szeur Cardinal; deſir'd him 
to know from Coalti,and Spinola,it they had any ſuch Orders. 

Afcer which Anſwer, the ſaid Father freely confeſs'd, That 
this Propoſition, was only his thoughts, withour any relation 
ro the Emperor, or his Miniſters, 7 

The ſaid Capuchin made another Overture, which was, 
That ſeeing we defir'd Pignero!, only for Security of the Peace, 
if we had no other deſign, we might cafily conſent to reſtore 
ir, at the end of rwo years ; during which, the Emperor 
ſhould keep rhe Paſſes of the Gri/ens, The Steur Cardinal 
rold him, he believ'd, the King would conſent to this Propo- 
fition, with which he would acquaint his Majeſty, aflo:n 
as they were agreed about ir. Whereupon the Capuchin im- 
mediately went to %*cm, but ſoon return'd, and repcrted, 
That. they would not content ro it by any means. , 

As to the Fifth Point, The Marqueſs Spin:la faid, he had 
no Authority ro make good any Intringements oi the Treaty 


of Mongone 
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To which was repreſented, That it would neither be juſt 
nor reaſonable, to have two Differences at a time with Sparn 
in 1raly, and to have ſent a Puifſant Army thirher, yet to re- 
turn withour deciding either. Notwithſtandirig which, he 
poſitively reply'd, he would have nothing to do to repair a 
Treaty thar had been made by Count Olrvarez. To which 
was anſwered, That the Queſiion at preſenr, was nor about 
Repairing the Treaty, but. Performing it. Whereupon, he 
promis'd in General, to Perform rhe ſaid Treaty of Monzon ; 
but to ſpecifie the Infringements, he would never do it. To 
which was Anſwered, That we would be contented without 
ſpecifying *em, providing he would ſpeedily make 'em good. 
To which he reply*d, That he could only Promiſe 1n general, 
that rhe Treaty of Monzon ſhould be perform'd, and leave de- 
ciding the Infringements to another time. But it was reply'd, 
That would look like an Abuſe, fince che Infringements were 
plain,by the Tenour of the Treaty, and ro promiſe to perform 
it, withour repairing them, would be to little or no purpoſe. 

The Queſtion js ar preſent, Not if Peace ſhould be made, 
becauſe 'ris preferable to War for a thouſand reaſons : but 1f 
we ſhould be contented with the bare Inveſtinz the Duke of 
Mantua, without farther Security, than the Emperor's, and 
the King of Spain's Word, that he ſhould rot be moleſted for 
the furure. 

Alſo, If we ſhould conſent, that the Duke of Savoy ſhould 


| be paid the 15000 Crowns Rent, as he demands. 


Alſo, If it be reaſonable, the Duke of Mantua ſhould be 
excluded a Liberty of putting what Gariſons he pleaſes into 
his Towns. | | 

Alſo, If we can, or ought, ro end the Duke of Mantua's 
Controverſy, without concluding ; likewiſe, that of Valtelina, 
and the Treaty of Monzon. And if there be Security enough 
left, tho' we ſhould reſtore Pignerol; as alſo, If the King's Re- 
putatjon be not concern'd, in only terminating the Diffe- 
rence of rhe Luke of Mantua, and leaving that of Yaltelina, 
and the Griſons, to the Spaniards Faith. 
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From Cardinal Richelieu, after that 
of the Pueen- Mother, and the Lord- 
Keeper. © ; 


LL the Reaſons mention'd before by the Lord-Keeper, 

A make it plainly appear, that a Peace 1s to be greatly 
defired : For my part, I have always wiſh'd jt upon the ſame 
Conſiderations, and have omirred nothing, in my power, to 
rocure it. Your Majeſty, and His Lordſhip the Keeper, 
nows, That afrer the raking Pzgnerol, T immediately di- 
ſpatch'd an Expreſs, ro make known the Inconveniencies 


, depended upon continuing the War, as alſo the Reaſons 


which might be brought for a Peace, by reſtoring Pignerol. 
But you both know alſo, that I had no other Anſwer, bur 
that His Majeſty enclin'd to the nobleſt fide, and was coming 
to atrack Savoy. 6 

Nevertheleſs, not to be againſt the Negotiations for Peace, 
returning home, I writ a Letter to the Princeſs of Piedmont, 
on purpoſe, that it might be communicated to the Duke of 
Savoy, andthe Prince, by which I defir'd her, to further this 
Negotiation ; hoping thereby to content both Princes, This 
Letcer I left with the Vicar-General of Pz7gnerol, who took 
upon him to carry it himſelf, rhar he mighr havean Opporcu- 
nity to encline theſe Princes to a good and laſting Peace. 
Hereupon, he ſent twice to Turin, but could not be admitted ; 
therefore Mareſchal Schomberg, who was acquainted with rhis 
deſign, ſeat me my Letter again. 

The Lord-Keeper's reaſons alſo make it appear, That 2 
War cannot be undertaken without great Inconveniencics, 
being a Scourge which God ordains to puniſh bad Men. 

But, nevertheleſs, hence it does nor follow, that we ſhould 
purchaſe a Peace, on diſhonourable and baſe Conditions 3 but 
chat we ſhould rather bear with the greateſt AfﬀiQions a War 
can preduce. | 
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The Averſion. the People have to War, 1s not a ſufficient 
Motive to accept ſuch a Peace 3 becauſe they are uneaſic, 
and complain, as well of a neceſſary Evil, as of one thar 
ought ro be avolded. As, alſo, 1gnorant to' know what is 
convenient, as ready ro murmur at Grievances, are abſolutely 
neceſſary to prevent greater. 

He that makes Peace on diſhonourable Terms, would. ne- 
ver be able to maintain it long : As alſo, would loſe his Re- 
pPutation for ever, and expoſe his Country for the future, ro 
endleſs Wars. Ir being cerrain, tiat no body wou!d fear to 
Attack , that had oblerved the Volubility of our Tempers 
on this Occafion 3 and the Advantages we had loft, which 
were not eafie to be regain'd. Our Nejghbours alſo would 
Night our Alliance, as-tritlin:; ; becauſe of our Fickleneſs, and 


would rather chuſe to bear with the Tyrannies of Spain, than 


hope to be reliev'd by Us. 

Bur to recurn to our Particalar Caſe, In my Opinion, we 
cannot agree to a Peace, upon Three of the Conditions a- 
bovenanicd, viz. Firſt, Thar the Duke of Savoy ſhail have ſuch 
Diviſion ot Montſerrat, as he deſires. Secondly, To exclude 
the French out of Cazal. And Thirdly, To Quit the Treaty 
of Monzon. without having the Infringements made good. 

I ſay, that.to conſcnt to theſe Conditions, would be to 
render France, the Contempt and Scorn ot all Chriftendom, 
and to engage us in new Wars 3 which would have all the 
Grievances of this, and none of the Advantages. 

Thcrefore, there's nothing more to be done, but to con- 
ticue the Wer, for which all neceſſary Preparations are 
row read: ; and in the mean time, to think of all ima- 
ginable means to Negotiate a more Honourable Peace, than 
has been hitherto Propos'd. 

So we may makxe War to occaſion Peace, and time to 
come, prove a more favourable Inſtrument of effeQing it, 


than times paſt. | 
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An Account how Cardinal Richelieu 
behav'd himſelf upon the fir Diſ- 
contents of the Queen-Mother: 


At Lyons, 07 his Return from Italy, in September. 


A*® ſoon as ever his Eminence had knowledge of the 
Queen-Mother's Reſolutions to diſcard him from her 
Service, he omitted nutbing in his Power to prevent it. 

He humbly entreated her to conſider, that nor one Minute 
- his Life, bur he would haye facrific'd a thouſand Lives for 

Cre 

Thar he had always ſerv'd her, not only with Fidelity, bur 
alſo ſuch Succeſs, as every thing fell out to her Wiſh. 

That he behav'd himſelf in his Perſecution ſo, as deſerv'd 
_ Approbation, and for which all good Men commended 

im. 

That the King himſelf had declared to him ſeveral rimes, 
that the chief Reaſon of his Eſteem for him, was, Thar be- 
ing forbid the Courr, he never offer'd to come near it. 

That ſhe was in ſo high a Condition, that her Honoup, her 
Grandeur, and her Power with the King, rook away all means

from the cunnidgeſt People to encline hing ro neglett her ' 


Service. 

That as often as he could have the . Honour to approach 
her, all his Care was to make known, that no body had, or 
could have more Zeal to ſerve her than himſelf. 


Thar he hop'd ſhe would be ſenſible of this Truth : But 


altho' he ſhould, for the future, be as unfortunate in being, 
ſlighred by her, as he had formerly been happy in receiving 
her ſignal Favours z yer nothing ſhould prevent his being 
ready always to expole his Life, upon the leaft occafion, for 
her Safety; and at the ſame time profeſs to all the World, 
by Word, Writing, and all his Attions, how ſincerely ard 
devoutly he was her Servant. : : 
All rheſc Proteſtations and Profeſſions would be vain and 


fruitleſs, if his Heart did not go along with 'em, and hers re- 
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lent, Sometimes ſhe ſeem'd to be farisfy'd, but immediate- 
ly would fly out again; which gave him reaſon to think, 
there was ſomething ſtill lay conceal'd from his Knowledge. 
He experienc'd, at his Coſts, how difficult ir was to alter 
Womens Reſolutions, where they had been undertaken by 


- 


Paſlion. : 
He had a Proof, that their Obſtinacy, where they have 


no 200d Reaſons to alledge, will either make ue of very 
bad ones,. or elſe pretend to know what they don't care for 
giving account of, _ 

Knowing that the Minds of great People are often ſuch, 
that havin;, miſuſed one of their Servants, they have in them- 
ſe}ves (o great a Confuijon of their Fanlt, thar chey perſcvere 
to conceal the Wrong. Ke reſolved ro receive thar by Fa- 
vour, which was due to his Innocence by Juſtice. Bur not- 
wuhſtanding, rti!s was alto of no cet. | 

He thought ir might be wich his Condition, as wich an acute 
Ague, which Nature not being able to expel by her utmoſt 
Efforts, muſt be contented to wait till it were done by in- 
. ſenſible Pcripirarion. 

But he was deceiv'd in his Judgment, for he never had 
any Eaſe ; having no ſooner got rid of one Diſtemper, bur he 
felt another, or forcſaw a Relapſe, which often rimes is of 
worſe Conſequence than the beginning; being afſur'd, that 
in caſe of Suſpicions, the laſt are moſt dangerous ; mma(- 
much as they have tneir firſt Impreſſions, and their Novelty 
' befides, to recommend 'em. 

A Remedy to all theſe were very eaſie and reaſorable, if 
the Queen would be pleaſed ro coniider. | 

He propos'd®@one to her ingenuouſly, and beg:*l her ro 
make uſe of it, ſince 1t would be both juſt and advantageous. 

His Misfortune being grounded only on Suſpicions ſhe had 
_ of him, and Dcirz@.ons ſhe had been pleaſed to hearken to 
againſt him 1t were no Difficylty to remedy both. 

As to Suſpicions, the way was, to trace *em from their be- 
ginninz, ard before they had taken Root in her Mind. 

As for Detrattions, there were two Remedies : | 

F:r8, To ſhut her Ears againſt 'em ; bur which he defir'd 
not at preſent, for fear he-might be thought, by endeavouring 
ro cut oft tne, Courſe of Calumnies, to ſhut up the Way to 
'Trurh. 

Tine Secind, That 1t woul4 pleaſe her Majeſty to conclude 
nothing againithim, ci] ſhe had firſt examined into the mat-' 
ter 5 with Condition, that they ſhould be rewarded who 
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ſpoke Truth, and they ſeverely puniſh'd, who offcr'd to im- 
poſe a Lye upon her. | ; 

He further repreſented to her Majeſty, that 1f ſhe were 
pleas'd to exempt them from Penalty who had flander'd him 
falſly, he was content. 

He iubmitted never to enquire after their Names, who had 
ſo abuſ-d him ; and to yield himſelf Convicted and Guiiry, 1f 
he h.d cver any the leaſt Thought to their Prejudice. Alſo, 
to comply with her Majeſty's Pleaſure, he would <ver return 
Gcod for Evil, if they ever came ro his Knowledge, 

He offer'd ro reward any one at his own Charges, who 
could produce any injurious Truth againft him: 

Nay, he wenr ſo far beyond what Reaſon could require 
from him, that he would give himſelf up for condemned, if 
her Maj:ſty did perſiſt in any Suſpicton, afrer ſhe had ac- 

uainted him with the Cauſe, and given him leave to ſpeak 
or himſelf. 

He alſo ſubmitted hir: {cif to be more than Guilty, if in this 
caſe he did not retire from Court, laying down all his Offices, 
and freely. conſenring that all he had inight be confiſcate. 


Theſe Propoſitions were ſo juft, that the Queen could not 
withſtand approving 'em : Bur ſtill the Difference lay in the 


Practice; for her Mind had been ſo engaged and prepoſleſſed 
to his Prejudice, that he could never ſee any good effeR from 
'<m. On the contrary, in ſpite of theſe Remedies, her Ear 
never receiv d any Account of him, nor her Mind was byaſſed 
with any Suſpicion againſt him, but it immediately ſunk into 
her Heart, and was forthwith to be ſeen in her Counte- 
rance. ' | 

Nay, he was reduced to this extraordinary Unhappineſs, 
that all thoſe who were not directly oppoſite to the Cardinal, 
were ſuſpeted, And if by chance he was well received, or 
kindly ſpoken of, by any one, it was ſufficient Cauſe to be 
ſuſpected ot Keeping Intelligence with him, ro her Majeſty's 
Prejudice. 

Moreover, if any thing was ſpoke, by what Perſon what- 
ſoever, that did not pleaſe her, ir was immediately impured 
to the Cardinal ; and oftentimes ſhe put a falſe ConſtruQion 
upon a good Meaning, to have the better occaſion to rail 
againſt him. | 

Thus the Cardinal's Misfortune was without Remedy, it 
being impoſlible for moſt People nor to ſpeak well of him, 
either our of regard to their Sentunents of his A&ions, or a 
Reiletion upon his good Name, 

Some 
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Some People, who were well acquainted with her Weak-. 
neſs, in what concern'd the Cardinal, would never let her en- 
cline to the leaſt charirab]e Opinion of him, bur would im- 
mediately fire her agatn with ſome new Artifice, cauſing a 
Reporr that would be ture to diſpleaſe her, tho' it was viſibly 
falſe to every body, but which ſhe would nevertheleſs eaſily 
bciteve, fo much was ſhe blinded by her Paflion. 

The extraordinary Reſpe& and Obedience he paid her, 
joyn'd with his incredible Patience and Perſeverance to ho- 
vour and ſerve her, were look'd upon from him as no other 
than D1iſſhmulation and Defign.. | 

He had cnough to do te repreſent to her, that Ange's, the 
moſt confirm'd in Grace and Glory, could not be innocent, if 
they could be prov'd guilty, tho? it was neither in their Power 
or their Nature to be to. 

He often laid before her Eyes, that he cught not to anſwer 
tor any Bodies Attions, Words, Intentions or Thoughts, bur 
his own. But ſt:11 all was fruitleſs. 

Ar laſt hc argu'd, That thoſe who did not care to make uſe 
of Means to continue their Servants, muſt needs be willing 
toleave 'em 3 and fo concluded, rhart his Retreat muſt be the 
end of this Aﬀair. | 

This he grounded upon two Reaſons : | 

Fir, The Queen not being pleas'd to give an Account of 
the Occaſion of her Anger and Indignation, the Effect mighr 
be delayed for ſome rime; bur the' Cauſe not being taken 
away, ſhe could never be thoroughly appeatfed. 

Secondly, That not reſolving ro make known the Jealoufies 
and Suſpicions ſhe mighr have of her Servants, they might be 
convicted in her Thoughts of a Crime they were never gullty 
of, witiout having any Means to prove their Innocence. 

The Law never reputes a Nan guilty till he 1s convided ; 
and 1s always rcady to receive a Juſtification, where there 15 
no pol:tive Proof ro prevent it. . 

If he had been allowed this Juſtice, he had even eſteemed 
himiclf happy in his Misfortune 3 bur on the contrary, he had 
no ſuch Liberty granted, bur bare Suſpicions were both his 
Wirneſſes and Judges. + 

The evident Faltenefs of rhcir Calummies made his Accuſers 
caurious not to make known their Informations nor their 
Ferſons. "We 

As they were aſſured they could never maintain their Al- 
lezations, they thoughr it beſt tro repoſe their Security 1n 
t11eir being conceal'd, 

They 
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They perſwaded the Queen, thar if ſhe ſhould diſcover 
herſclf-ro him, there would be no Security for them; for he 
' would not only know 'em by their Names, bur alſo guels at 
*©m by rhe leaſt Circumſtance of the matter. | 

They added farther, That his Wir was fo piercing, that if 
he had but the leaſt knowledge of what they accuſed him, he 
would immediately diſguiſe hinifelf ſo, that black ſhould 
ſeem white; and that conſequently, ſhe could never be able 
ro find out the Truth. | 

By theſe Means, all the Avenues and Ways he might make 
uſe of to ſhew his Innocence, were ſtopt up, and theſe Pre- 
cautions had that Power over the Queen, that whatever he 
could ay in his behalf, appear'd rather to be the Induſtry of 
his Wit than an innocent Truth. 

She made as much of them that told her a Falſhood, as 
who diſcovered a Truth. She kept all ſecret from one and 
the other, and both were treated alike. Which occafion'd 
every one to lend his Money freely, without fear of its being 
enquired into the falſe Alloy. 

She pur as great Truſt in her Jealouſies as Oracles, and flat- 
rer'd herſelf like Magicians, who are bewitch'd with their 
falſe Science, and which deceives 'em in moſt Points, for one 
that may happen to be true. 

The truth of one trifling Suſpicion made her conclude fifcy 
of greater Conſequence infallible. | | 

All theſe Conſiderations tormented the Cardinal's Mind, 
more than 1s poſſible to be expreſi'd. He would freely have 
given. his Life to have undeceived rhe Queen in the Deſigns 
and Artifices of his Enemies ; and has a hundred times begg'd 
of God to take him out of the World in her good Opi- 
nion. 

He found himſelf attacked by a Diſeaſe, and ſaw no Reme- 
dy to free him; which made him reſolve upon a Retreat, as 
the only way to cure. 

On the orher ſide, he conſidered, That he who quits a Par- 
ty, loſes It 3 and who turns his Back upon the Court, gives 
opportumity to them that are arm'd with Hatred and Envy, 
to injure him unreveng'd. 

He knew there were ſome that wiſh'd him ill, for no other 
Reaſon, but that they could not endure the Proſperity of the 
State, and the Eſtabliſhment of the King 3 and conſequently, 
endeavoured to weaken both by prejudicing him. 

He conſidered alſo, that being once retreated, they would 
endeavour to make his moſt ſignal Seryices, not only falſe 


Steps, but Crimes. He 


He thought further, that if he ſhould continue at Court, 
and endeavour to regain the Queen's good Opinion, by doing 
her all the Service he was capable of, he could not prevenc 
11l Men from repreſenting to her, thar he tarry'd only to op- 
poſe her Pleaſure. 

He refleRed, that when he had formerly been in her Fa- 
vour, he found it difficult to preſerve himſelf againſt the 111 
Advice was given her 3 but now he thought it almoſt impoſ- 
fible to perſwade her, he ſerv'd her well, tho' he ſhould kill 
himſelf in the Endeavours. | 

He thought, whilſt he was in Place, he could have ne ©o- 
ther Power than to injure himſelf; it being certain, that if 
God ſhould give him any Opportunities to do his Country 
Service, it wou'd be to no purpoſe, becauſe he ſhould be 
with-held by ſo many Conſiderations; fearing to doamiſs and 
diſpleaſe, that it would be almoſt impoſlible ro pur any of 
'<m in Executions + 

He ſaw plainly, that tho' the Queen herſelf might be well 
affeted to the State, yet there were a great many People 
thar ſought ro pleaſe her otherwiſe, contributing ro ſome 
ill Event, the Blame of which might poſſivly be imputed to 
him ; ſo that he could not hope to have any Succeſs from the 
beſt Deſign. 

This he has often been ſenſible of, by the Croſſes he has 
met with in the greateſt Aﬀairs that have been concerted for 
theſe three Years. | | 

He eaſily perceives his Affictions do ſo enervate the Vi- 
gour of his Body, and weaken his Mind in ſuch manner, that 
he ſhall nor be able much longer to ſupport any Pablick Em- 
ploymentr. | 

Alſo, that he has ſo much to do, to defend himſelf from 
thoſe that torture him within, that he ſhall not be capable any 
longer to reſiſt his Enemies that afſaulc him without. 

He conſidered moreover, that as ke has been hitherto able 
to reſiſt the Enemies of the State by the Queen's Favour, he 
(hall, for the future, be alrogerier incapable to oppoſe them, 
being in Diſgrace. 

He alſo ſaw well, that the Queen being once poſſeſſed againſt 
him, ſhe could nor want nialicious Spirits to fomenr and aug- 
ment her Prejudice, eſpecially when they found ſhe had ſo 
great a Diſpoſition to 1t. EET, 

Whereas he formerly had been a Comfort to the Queen in 
her Affliftions, he conſidered that her Jealouſies, and their 
Deſigns againſt him, might now make him che Cauſe, a 
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Thus having thoroughly weigh'd all theſe Reaſons, he re- 
ſolved upon his Retreat, as the only means to juſtifie his Fij- 
delity, and convince her Majeſty, that his Buſineſs at Court 
has always been hers and the King's Intereſt, which as their 
Reſpe& for him oblig'd him to it, ſo that for them made 
him quit it. | 

Afſſoon as the Queen was infornrd -of his Reſolutions, ſhe 
did what ſhe could to difſwade him from if : But her Jealou- 
fies preventing him to think himſelf ſecure, he perſiſted in 
his Deſizn. | 

He repreſented to her further, that during his late Perſe- 
cutions, though thoſe that ſway'd the King, aim'd at nothing 
but his Ruine 3 yer he fear'd neither their Power nor their 
111 Will, fo long as he had her to ſpeak in his Defence; and 
that ſhe would hear nothing to his Prejudice. Bur now mat- 
ters were in ſuch a plight, that her Heart is ſhut up, ' her 
Mouth ' clos'd, and her Ears open to every body againſt 
him. | | 

So that finding himſelf Mlighted by her Majeſty, he deter- 
mined to retire from the World. But the King hearing of 
it, would by no means ſuffer it, and endeavoured all thar 
was in his Power toencline her to rake him again into her 
Favour.

I cannot imagine that you ſurmize, that rhe Sub- 
jets nominared by the Crowns are not agreeable, both be- 
cauſe T know, and dare anſwer, thar thoſe who apply them- 
ſelves.to France, will paflionately embrace the Intereſts of 
your Family ; and that though they ſhould nor do it, this 
Confideration is too weak to divert them from ſo important 
a matter. Ina word, my Lord, the matter indiſpute, 15, ſo 
to ſecure the Eſtabliſhment of yonr Houſe, that ir may not 
be thaken, or fall inro Contempt or Ruiaune. 

The matter 1n difpure, is, Either to leave Chriſtendom in 
Confuſion, or to put yourſelf ina Capacity —_ to pro- 
more its Peace, inſtead of being contented with infignificant 
Wiſhes for io good Ends : The matter in diſpute, is, Either 
to abandon the-Church of God, or.to recoyer, and confirm at 
the ſame time, its Renown and Grandeur. Whereas nov, 
thoſe who envy your Happineſs, from their Height look down 


' upon-you :; This Promotion will be ng ſooner made, bur they 
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will be compell'd to lift up their Eyes, to ſee you in a Condi. 
tion very different from your former; whereas many judge 
by Appearances, which often deceive, that there is Blind- 
neſs or Weakneſs in your Condu : Blindneſs, if b do nor 
ſee the Condition you are in, and Weakneſs and an aban- 
doning of yourſelf, if you will not make uſe of thoſe Reme« 
dies which you have 12 your Power: Some will commend your 
Prudence, others will admire your Power, ard you will be 
eſteemed by all Men for your Ability in ſecuring your For+ 
tune, and the Intereſts of the Church, which are much 
dearer to you than your own. If any one blame me, be- 
cauſe I think I ſee a-far off, which they think-your Eminence 


{ doth not judge to be ſo nigh ; give me leave to ſay, Thar 


the Publick and your Intereſts are always fo preſent, and fo 
much affe& me, that Paris is not ſo far from Rome, bur F 
can ſee clearly what Matters of Importance happen in both 
placcs. IT know very well, that his Holineſs's Chair is the 
Sear of Wiſdom, principally 1n the Life of fo great a Pope. Bur 
as it is with Men in that which moſt concerns them, as with 
thoſe who cannor ſee, becauſe they are dazled with the Light 
which is too nigh them, I am ſure your Eminence will par- 
don me, if I preſume in this thing ro be ſo clear-ſighted, as 
to conjure you to prefer my Sentiments, before thoſe which 
you eſteem to have had hitherto. I conjure you, by the 
Care which you ought to have, that the ſucceeding Actions of 
his Holineſs anſwer the Lyftre of thoſe that are paſt; fo thar 
it is with the Judgments of the World, as with thoſe of 
God, who judges Men by their laſt Actions : Men would not 
eſteem the Life of ſo grear a Pope, being deſtitute of Wiſdom 
becauſe this Virtue would ſeem not to have been the Motive 
of his laſt Thoughts. Finally, I conjure you, by the Deſire 
you have to prolong the Pope's Days, whoſe Life probably 
wul be the more aſſured, the greater cauſe of Contentment 1x 
ſhall have; whick I wiſh him fo heartily, chart I beg of God 
an ample Effaſion of his Bleſſings upon his whole Houſe, and 
upon your Perſon, ro whom Iam, To.

She has done me the honour to write rome two Letrers, by 
which ſhe declares her Defires of a General or Particular Suſ- 
penſion. | pray you repreſent to her, That as a General Peace, 
or Suſpenſ;zon, would be the Safety of Chriſtendom, ſo a Par- 
ticular one would be its Ruin: The Peace, which it may be 
ſhe ſhould have a Year ſooner than otherwife ſhe would, gi- 
ving opportunity to the Spaniards better to manage their Af- 
fairs againſt us, weakning that on which alone her Prote&ion 
depends, would, in the end, ruin her ; whereas, by making a 
go0d War this Year on every fide, by God's affiſtance, at the 
end of the following Campagn, we ſhall ſee the Eſtabliſhment 
of a General Peace. Let Madam ſecure the inward Parts of 
her State, and never trouble herielf abour the reſt, We ſend 
to her Highneſs the Sjeur de Vignolfes, whom ſhe defired : Re- 
concile him with Count Phzlzppes. I have particularly charged 
him to make uſe of him in Madam's Service, as he w1ll do faith- 
fuily. 

You judge very well, that the King can never think of an 
Accommodation with the Cardinal of Savoy , if he think of 
re-entring into the ProreRion of France; which his Majeſty 
will certainly keep for Cardinal Anthony, It is very probable, 
that whatſoever Accommodation the ſajd Cardinal will make, 
it is only to deceive better, and rhar it will be by the conſent 
of the Spaniards. Yet his Majeſty would run that hazard, if 
the Matter in diſpute were to reſtore him the Penſion of An- 
che and the Abby of St. Fohn of the Vineyards, provided 
that he deparr from the Protec}ion of France, and oblige him- 
ſelt to live at Rome. But methinks, thar this ſeeming rhat he 
makes, 1s only ro amuze Madam, and when he ſhall cone!ude 
ſuch a Treaty, it will only be to impoſe upon her. 

1 forgot to write to you one of the principal chings to which 
you muſt preſently apply yourſelf; which 1s, to ſend rhe Pro- 
ject which you and Marcſchal Crequz ſhall make of that which 
ought to he done,to carry on the offenſive War the next Cam- 
Pagn, it being a certain thing, that there muſt be a War.

I do not recommend to you, to keep your Deſigns of War 


very ſecret, till Madam has taken care of the Afﬀair of Father 
Monod, becauſe he would inform the Enemies of them,, ſince 
alſo I preſuppoſe, that Aﬀair ro be done z for otherwiſe the 
King will be rather obliged to recal his Troopsout of Piedmont, 
than to ſend others thither. |

\HOUGH I am not ignorant that M. Bouthillier 
has long ſince acquainted 'yee with the King's

To M. de Bethune, during the Siege of Pig- 
nerol, by Father Joſeph. 


T Have delayfd to let you hear from us, as being deſirous 
to give you certain Information of what Reſolutions 
are to be taken upon the Uncertainties wherewith the 
Duke of Savoy ſtill amnſes ns. For though his Carriage 
in theſe preſent Aﬀairs gave us Cauſe enough to believe 
what now we ſee, I thought it convenient however that 
we ſhou'd ſhut our Eyes, and praGtiſe Patience in ſeveral 
things, that we might not omit any Means to cloſe with 
the King's juſt Intentions for the Defence of the Duke of 
Mantua's Territories, as he is oblig'd by the Treaty of 
Suza; wherein every body knows that His Majeſty had no 
other Aim, than the Repeſe of 7:a/y, and the Preferya- 
tion of the publick Liberty. But at Jaſt the ſaid Duke 
made it ſo manifeſtly appear, that there was no Reaſon to 
relie upon what might be reaſonably expe&ed from him, 
that all thoſe Perſons who, together with my ſelf, were in- 
truſted with the Condu& of that Army, were of Opi- 
nion, that the King's Service, the Reputation of his Arms, 
and the Welfare of his Confederates, requir'd, that we 
ſhould ſeck for more certain Aſſurances then Words. from 
the ſaid Duke. Inſtead of furniſhing us with Proviſions, 
as he had ſolemnly promis'd the King ; and caulin 

Twenty Thouſand Sacks of Corn to be deliver'd on this 
fide, for the like Quantity which the King had put into 
Nice; aſter he had deliver'd us a ſmall Quantity, and re- 
duc'd us to Neceſſity, he, by a general Prohibition, for- 
bade all his SubjeQs to affiſt us any manner of way.; 
ſhew*'d all the Marks of Jealouſie, and exercis'd all the 
Ads of Hoſti'ity, that a declar'd Enemy could have done. 
For when we came to Ye//ava, though rhere were a River 
between him and us, he put all his Men into that place, 
and cafis'd *em to advance as we maxzch'd : He ſeiz'd n _ 
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all the Paſſes, through which Proviſions could come to 
us; and at length declar'd, that he would not ſtand to 
what he had promis'd by the Treaty of Suz2 ;| which was, 
to join with France to procure the Duke of Mantua the. 
peaceable Enjoyment of his Territories, and pacifie the 
Troubles of 1:aly, if the King wou!d- not aſſure him to 
lay down Arms, till after the Conqueſt of M/anszs and 
Gcnoun, By this ftis eaſte to judge, whether the ſaid Dukets 
Deligns could be conformable to His Majeſty*s, who had 
not been perſuaded to this War, but only to ſuccour his 
Confederates, and ſettle the Repoſe of Ehriſtendom. Theſe 
new Propoſitions of the Duke of Szv0y, and the Extremi- 
ties which the King's Army ſuffer'd in Cazel-ira, where 
he ſeem'd to have _ us on purpoſe, caus'd us to quit 
that place, and march to Riwvo/a, where we arriv*d- the 
18th of this Month. But before we ſet forward, I ſent 
a Gentleman to the Duke, who was then at Rivels, ro 
defire him that we might have a little more Room for the 
Eonvenience of the Army, which cou'd not paſs forward 
without being more certain of his Intentions : But the 
Duke being gone before Day, he could not meet with 
him. The next Day I ſent to him the Sjeur Servien, to 
Tet him underſtand the ſame Reaſons ; and to give the 
-Nuncio Parcirollo an Account of 'em : But the Duke would 
neither ſee the ſaid Sieur Servi:n, nor permit him to ſpeak 
with the Nuncio ; nor with Signior S9renze, the Penctian 
Ambaſſador ; who were'both at that time in 74rin. The 
ſame day I diſpatch'd away the Steur de L*7/es, thar, at 
leaſt, he might pay his Reſpe@ to Monſieur, and Madam, the 
Princeſs of P/cort ; and declare to them, how great a 
Grief it wou!d be to me, that the Duke of Savoy ſhould 
give the King any Cauſe, by his 11] Condu&, to com- 

fain of him, and to ſeek Aſſurances otherwhere then in 
bis Promiſes: ®ut the Gates of T:rin being fhut againſt 
that Gent!eman, he return'd without being able to delz- 
ver his Mzflage. Upon which, the Mareſchals of F-ance, 
and other Principal Officers of the Army , prudently 
judg*'d, that he was reſoiv'd no longer to hearken to any 
thing on the King's Behalf; that he was extreamly averte 
from the King's Intentions;and that he rather choſe to have 
a War in his own Country, then ro quit his Deſign of 
engaging the King ia a continual War againſt the King of 
S937, and the Genoues; and caus'd em, together with 
my feif, to conciude upon this Extremity ; That we were 
to make uſe of that Force which His Majeſty had put into 
th _ 
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our Hands, to do what was moſt advantageous for the 
Good of his Service. We all agreed to march. to Pigne- 
rol, becauſe it afforded us a more eafie Paſſage of Proyi- 
ſions from France, which the Duke of Savey deny'd us. 
We arriv©d there the 21th of this Month; and this Day 
the Town ſurrender'd, with great probability that the 
Cittadel will do the like in few Days. praney and the 
Fort adjoining to it, which His Highneſs built about 
a Year ago, to give a Jealouſie to the Inhabitants of. 
Prazelar, who adhere to the King, made no Reſiſtance 
againſt our Men : So that from this place where we now 
are, there 1s a free Paſſage into France. I cannot expreſs 
the People's Joy, in the midſt of the Calamities of the 
War, to find that the King is now their Sovereign ; ſuch 
1s their Veneration for his Juſtice and Clemency. You 
may be pleas'd to acquaint His Holineſs of this Succeſs, 
and to let him know the Reaſons of our Proceedings ; 
which IT make no queſtion but he will approve, and judge 
'em to be of great Importance and Benefit, to put a ſtop, 
in ſome meaſure, to the Oppreſſions and Violences that 
affli&,” or threaten to affli&t all 7-ly ; to which all the 
Remedies apply*d by the Care and Admonitions of His 
Holineſs have been hitherto fruitleſs.

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Upon this, our Eyes are openf'd again the King re- 
ſolves, by the Advioe of all his Counc1', to fend Forces ro 
the Places where thoſe Diſorders were committed, not fo 
much to do any Harm to any Body, as to prevent Miſ- 
chiefs. He ſends Commiſhoners tnto his Mutinous Pro- 
vinces, to inform themſelves of ſuci as deviated from their 
Duties; and afrer an exaQ Cognizance thereof, to apply 
requiſite Remedies, ne 

This is an exa& Recital, and, as it were, a Picture, in 
ſhort, of the Government of this Kingdom, for theſe ſix 
Years. | 

They who have nothing before their Eyes, that may hin- 
der them from difcerning Things, ſuch as they are ; nor a. - 
Will that carries fem contrary to their Knowledge, find 
very little to urge againſt all this, but only to what the 
Misfortune of Times,cuſtomary to the Weakneſs of Minori- 
ties introduces,for which there is no Remedy to be apply*d.. 

But ſome diſaffe&ed Perſons, like thoſe envenom'd Sto- . 
machs that convert into Poiſon the beſt of Nouriſhments, 
obſerve' in the Government many Things, which being 
rightly conſider'd, deſerve rather to. be applauded, then 
found fault. with. | 

The firſt Aion which they cenſure, is, the Marriage 
with Spain ; which they put in. the firſt place, asa Hiara, 
with ſeveral] Heads ; 1ince, as they reckon, from thence 
proceeds the Diviſion of France, the Rupture of ancienc 
Amities, and the t>corn- of Foreign Alliances with, Eng- 
land, italy and Gr many. _ | 

The Second is, the Waſte of the Treafury. 

The Third is, the Fortune of ſome Foreigners. _ . 
The Fourth and Laſt is, the Seizing of the Prince of 
Gude ; ſo clearly juſtify'd by what we have ſaid, that ir 

would be ſuperfluora,qo fay any more of 1t here. 

By theſe Heads, artificially d:{guiz'd, and publiſh*d, 
they decry the Government - which, however, being du- 
ly conſfider'd, will appear as worthy, as they would render 
it infamous, afcer we have cut off ail the Heads of this 
# monſtrous Hyara, LA 4 

To make 'em approve the Alliance between: France and 
Spain, I ſhall not iniiſt much upon ir, that "ris an ordinary 
thing for thoſe rwo Kingdoms to unire themſelves by Mar- 
rages ; Hiſtory containing a great Number of Examples :- 
Of the moſt remackable were, the Marriage of Coarlemaine 
with Galieng, the Daughter of the King of To/za»>; Of 
Lys VII. with Conftance, the Daughter of Alphonſo, King. 

| Ut 
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of Spain and Galicia : Of Lewis VIII. with Blanch, the 
Daughter of the King of Ca/tille ; ro which Marriage ye 
are beholding to the Birth of St. Lewis, and all the Happj. 
neſs we enjoy by the Regency of his Mother. Of ?hiliy 
the Bald with Iſabel, the Daughter of the King of 4rrago, 
Of Francs IT. with Elenor, Siſter to the Emperor Charles Y 
Of Charles IX. with Elizabeth of Auſtria, Daughter of the 
Emperor Maximilian, and Grand-daughter to Frrdinand King 


IT will not urge, that becauſe the Enmities-between great 
Perſonages are frequently pacify'd by Martiages, that 
therefore this Match was uſeful to eſtabliſh a Peace be- 
eween the two Crowns. I will nor inſiſt, rhat there wy 
nothing remaining for this Monarchy to do, being affurd 
of all her Neighbours, but to ſecure. her ſelf by an Al. 
lance with this Crown ; to the end, that being in no dan 
ger from withont, ſhe might be the more at liberty to 
_— thoſe that endeavour'd to trouble the Kingdom 
within. 

F will not ſet forth, that we have already gam'd this 
Advantage by Marriages; that they have, at leaſt, ds 
priv©d thoſe who have gone about to trouble the Repoſe of 
France, the way to make a Benefit of” S:a#n, which was 
formerly wont to foment our Diviſions, and ſow 'em alſo 
among us. 

"Tis ſufficient to ſtop the Months of thoſe that condemn 
'em, to juſtifie *em, and cauſe *em to be approv*'d by all 
the World, to declare, that they were delign'd and de 
fir'd by the deceaſed King ; that. they were agreed to by 
the Princes, Lords, and Officers of the Crown ; tranſa&- 
ed by the Duke of Maine ; commended and defir'd by the 
Three Orders of the Kingdom ; imparted to the King of 
England, by the Duke of Bouillon ; and to other Princes, 
Republicks, and Confederates of this Crown, by the Am: 
baſſadors reſiding near their Perſons ; and laſtly, happily ac- 
compliſh'd : And thar, inſtead of a bloody War, of which, 
as it was given out, they were to be the Fore-runners, they 
have been attended with a general Peace over all Franc; 
which Their Majeſties being deſirous always to preferve 
among their People, as they have ſufficiently made. 1t ap- 
pear, there is no Occaſion to fear, that, contrary to. their 
Words, and the Edits of the deceaſed Henry the Great, they 


will attempt any thing that may infringe ir. 


"Tis to'no purpoſe to urge the daring Humour of the 


S»anisrd, ſeeing that, wirhour diving into their Intentions 
E ; and 
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and Deſigns, we ſhould do our ſelves an Injury to believe 
that we cannot keep our own, and preſerve our ſelves 
from thoſe who juſtly ought to fear us. 7 

Then again, *tis an idle Terrour, to fear that the Al- 
liance of the two Crowns ſhould occaſion rhe Diviſion of 
France. For no Man w1ll readily believe, that a Man will 
jw his own Houſe, to do his Nezxghbour a Kindneſs : Or 
that a Man will bare and ruin himſelf, for the Love of an- 
other. DifferentBeliefs do not render us different Kingdoms : 
We are all united under one, in whoſe Service no Catho- 
lick is ſo blind, as to think a Spaniard jbetter then a French 
Huguznet, "There will be found a real Diviſion, not in 
this World, but in the other ; nat occaſionfd by the Matches 
between France and Spain, but by the Diverſity of our Re- 
ligions. If this Match cantain'd any Article contrary to 
the Edits of Pacification, there might be ſome Reaſon to 
fear: But there being no ſach, thing, quite the contrary ; 
ſeeing the Articles are ſign'd and decreed ; ſince it is done, 
and conſummated ; ſeeing the EdiQs have been renew'd no 
leſs then four times, upon the Death of the late King, up- 
on the King's Majority, at Bowdeaux, and at Lauduy, though 
thoſe of the Religion had greatly offende@ the King, in 
joining with the Rebels, whar Reaſon, is there to fear that 
he will give any Interruption: to what the deceaſed King 
Henry the Great has eſtabliſhd, for the Union and Tran- 
quility of his Subje&s ? What Reaſon have they of the 
pretended Reformed Religion to complain, ſeeing thei E- 
dits have been renew*'d under this. Reign, and confirm'd 
ſeveral times ; their Penſions augmented and' paid, not- 
withſtanding all the Exigencies. 0t State : Themſelves alfo 
aſſiſted againſt the moſt zealous and furious Catholicks, as 
the Difference between the Rech2llers and M. a £ſpernen can 
juſtifie ; and laſtly, favour'd' to that degree, that we may 
ſay, that many Enterprizes have been unpuniſh'd for therr 
ſakes. 

You muſt not forget to infinuate. how that we ſent 
back the Spaniards rhat waited upon the Queen, whick 
clearly juſtifies our Deſign to make our ſelves Spaniards in 
France. 

Moreover, You muſt take an Occaſion to ſignifie to 'em, 
to our Advantage, that we deſire not the Advancement of 
Spain : We offer 'em, tho' diſcreetly,tq afhiſt '*em againſt the 
Attempts of the King of Spain,ro ſer the Crowns of Hungary, 
Bohemia, the King of the Remans, and the Empire, upon the 


Head of a Child of 5pain; And ro give fem Proofs of our Aﬀes.

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Qion, and to let *em ſee that we have no Deſigns, but the 
Good of the Empire, *twere well that you ſhould let 'tm 
know, that we pretend to no other thing, but only to 
concurr with *em to ſer the ſaid Crowns upon the Head of 
that Perſon whom they ſhall deem moſt acceptable co His 
Imperial Majeſty, and moſt uſeful to Chriſtendom. 

Seeing th-n this Match can create no Jealouſie by ang 
Condition inſerted in_thoſe Articles, tis paſt all Doubt, 
that if they have any Cauſe to except againſt it, *tis by 
reaſon that the Alliance with Spain 1s of it ſelf odious, 
and prejudicial to Chriſtendom : In which Cafe, England de- 
ſerves more ju{Hy to be blam'd then we, ſince ſhe has fo 
paſſionately ſought the ſame Alliance that we have ac- 
cepted. This Match ought alſo to give as little Jealouſie 
to the Foreign Proteſtants, as to the French 1, ſince the In- 
tereſts of State, that bind Princes, are different from the 
Intereſts of the Salvation of Sonls ; which obliging us to 
live and die in the Church wherein we were born, bindus 
only in reſpe& of others, to defire 'em by fair Means, not 
to hall 'em by Force and Conſtraint. | | 

Several Chriſtians have been ſo united with Mif-believers, 
that their Arts have never been ſeparat=d in Conqueſts of 
this World ; though in thoſe which they pretend to Hea- 
yen, they have been divided. | | 

Since Errour infinuated it ſelf into Exrope, into England, 
and among our ſelves, theſe Crowns have been united to- 
gether by the ſame Bonds. Philip, King of Spain, having 
married Eizaberh, the Daughter of Henry TI: theſe two 
Kings being greatlv puiflant ; Henry naturally Warlike, and 
an Enemy to the Huguenors; the Crown of England enjoy'd 
by a Woman, the Cazhelicts potent in her Country ; Scet- 
land was Leaguf'd to France, by the Marriage of Francs the 
Dauphin, to Mary Steuart. The Hugucnoets were every where 
weak; they had not any Province in F'anders, not one in 
France, Liberty of Conſcience was forbid ; nevertheleſs, 
theſe two Crowns were ſo far from making any Advantage 
of their Union, againſt the Queen of *zg/:::, and other 
neighbouring Countries, that on the other ſide, the Huguc- 
nots in France rebell'd againſt their King ; in Handers, againſt 
their Prince; and in Sco:/and, againſt their Queen. 

All that we deſire, 1s, to preſerve our ſelves in ſuch 2 
manner, that they may make no Attempts upon us. In 
that Caſe, we ſhall ſhew,*that no P-ople ſurpaſs us in de- 
firing to maintain our ancient Alliances, for which we 
have a high Value, D

The aug- 
mentation of theſe Penſions, one with another, amounted 
to three millions every year. The Roll of the Light Horſe 
and Regiments in Pay is now at Three millions and three 
hundred thouſand Livres ; whereas in the year 1600 they 
were no more than Fifreen hundred thouſand Livres, 
She beſtowed a great number of Preſents, and ſo by Ad- 
vice and Counſel, without encreafing her Receipt, bur de- 
creaſing it Two millions and Five hpndred thouſand 
Livres upen the Salt every year, the encreaſed her Ex- 
pences to that degree, that upon an exa@ examination of 
ir, and confiderivg the Condition ro which we are reduced 
by ſo many wanor Au Expences, we are rather to be com- 
mended rhan blamed, for being at ſo great a charge. - 

Monficur the Prince, in fx years, received Three mil. 
lions fix hundred and fixt ty thouſand Livres, Monſieur 
and Madam the Princeſs of Conti, above Fourteen hundred 
thouſand Livres. Mcofifieur de Gauiſe ncar Seventeen hun- 
dred thouſand Livres. Monſtcur de Neverge Sixteen hun- 
dred thouſand Livres. Me de Lanzuctille Twelve hundred 
thouſand Liyres, Mefſſteurs de Mayenne, Father and Son, 
Two millions and odd thouſand Livres. M. ge Vendoſm, 
near Six hundred thouſand Livres. M. i Eſpernon and his 
Children, near Seventeen hundred thouſand Livres; and 
M. de Bouillon, near a million of Livres. 

All the Marſhals of France, whoſe number is encreaſed- 
above half in half, received four times as much as they 
had before, their Penſions being -augmenred ro 24000 
Livres-apicce; within fix years, for every one, to 14400 
Livres ; and for eight, .as they were always wont to be, 
one with another, ro One million one hundred fifry two 
thouſand Livres. 

Six other Dukes or Officers of the Crown received the. 
fame Grarification. amounting in (ix Ycars to Eight hun- 
dred fixty tour thouſand Livres, 

By this it is cafie to ſee how the Treaſure of France was 
exhauSed, ſecing that eleven or. twelve Articles in favour 
of the Grandees of the Kingdom amount to near ſeventeen 
miltons, not including their Salaries, and the Fees belong- 
ing ro their Employments ; befides the .encreaſe of Pay 
{or their i roops of Gens Arms, the Extraordinaries of 
War for the Garriſon: of rheir Tewns ; nor reckoning 1n, 
the laſt place, the Troubles occafton'd by ſome of 'em, 


Troubles, which having three times cauſed us to betake our 
lelyes

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ſelyes to Arms, have put us to the Charges of Twenty-mil- 
tions in extraordinary EXpences. 

Theſe things being contider'd, can their Majeſties be ac- 
cuſed of waſting their Treaſure ?' muſt it nor be clearly ac+ 
knowledg'd, that France be in Debr, "tis by reaſan of the 
Expences ſhe has been conſtrain'd to be ar for her own 
Children? If they who are mentioaed haye received fo 
many Benefirs, what have others done £ They were nat 
remiſs cicher in begging or receiving. By conſequence the : 
publick Exigencies having conſtrained the giving nor only 
to thoſe that ſerv'd us, bur alſo to be liberal co the grea- 
reft part of thoſe that begged of 'em, as it appears by this, 
that te encreaſe of Penſions, concerning which we have 
ſpoken in gencral, thoſe of the Princes and Lords being 
deducted, amounts for the laſt ſix Years, ſince the King's 
death, to ſeventeen millions ; thoſe of the Soldiers 1n pay, 
to above nine millions, and the Gifrs beſtowed to one or 
other, nor to ſpeak of thoſe preſented ro the Grandees 
above mentioned, co Sums almoſt incredible. . 

If rhe deceaſed King, who was at liberty to be ſparing 
in his expences, becauſe of his abſoulure Authority, could 
not in ten years of uninterrupted Peace, hoard up, beſides 
the payment of ſome Debts, above thirteen or fourteen mi!e 
lions 3 can it be a Wonder, that in fix years of contiaugl 
Trouble, wherein the weaknefs or misfortune of the times 
obliged us to have our Hands continually open, we ſhoy!d 
be ſomewhat in Debt 2? | 

No body ever did fo much with fo litzle in ſo much 
time ; never did Veſlel refiſt ſo great a Tempeſt with fo 
few Wrecks as were obſery'd in ours.

Afcer this exa& account of Expences, who will not ac- 
knowledge the Biindneſs and Paſiion of thoſe who impure 
the miſeries and neceffiries of this Kingdom, | ro rhe ad- 
vancement of ſome Foreigners? Who will not acknow- 
ledge, rhar ſuch People blame a Ciovernment which 1s nor 
ro be found fault with 2® That they complain when there 
is no occafion ; that rhey condemn Expences, which they 
know in their Conſciences were made for the'r ſakes. 

*Tis no ſtrange thing, chat a Foreigner ſhould make his 
Forcune our of his Country ; that in this Kingdom ſuch 
perſons may. be advanced io Honours and Employments, 
fHiſtery produces ſo many Examples of it, thac inſtcad of 
being troubled to find 'em out, a man may make his choice 
of ſuch as he pleaſes ro make uſe of. 
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That which ts ſo much diſcourſed of, is far from the 
Degree of Preferment ro: which others have atcain'd ; he 
is only a Forcigner born, but fo much a French Foreigner, 
that he ſhows his Fortune to none but French. How many 
ef the beſt Families of this Kingdom have been advanced 
by his procurement? Where is that man whom we load. 
ed with his Maſter's Favours, who is no obliged to their 
Majeſties for 'em ? | 
| In England all the Scotch are advanced, and no Engliſh. 
man; in France, but one Stranger only, all the reſt French, 
What cauſe for Complaint 1n this ? If there be any, 'tis 
rhey that make ir are to be blamed, and nor they whe arc 
complained againſt. Since 1t may be truly ſaid, ro com

HE King ſent his Commands to the Marqueſs de 


Terſnel, by his Secretary, to go back to Reme (in 
caſe he met him in any part of Faly) to continue to ſerve 
his Majefty there in the Quality of his Ambaſſadour 
in ordinary, judging it neceſſary in the preſenc Conjun- 
ture of Aﬀairs to give his Holineſs a conftant and perfett 
Knowledge thereof. Eut the ſaid Secrerary found him fo 
forward on his way that rhe Marqueſs could not eatily com- 
ply wich the faid Order, and therefore proceeded towards 
the Court; where at his Arrival he has congrmed his 
Majeſty*sRcſolution abour the ſending of ſome of Qua- 
lity and Merit, whoſe Perſon might be acceptable to the 
Pope and Sacred College, until another be tent thicher to 
refide there with the Title of his Ambaſſador in Ordinary 
inthe uſual manner. - There is indeed at Rome Cardinal 
Vicenzo, late Vige-ProteRor, whoſe Fidelity and Aﬀection 
the King is fully ſatisfied with, and Cardinal Urſinz, lately 
honoured with the Comprote@orſhip, who both take Care 
of his laid Majeſty's Atfairs in his Ambaitador's Abſence :

| There are Two Aﬀairs depending at rhis Time which re. 
quire this Miniſtry, the one genera] relating to the Pub- 
lick Tranquility of Ttaly, and indeed of Chriſtendom;

dom, and both of them the Honour and SarisfaQtion of

rage, at the Expence of his Majeſty*s innocent afflicted - 
SubjeRts, of che Calamiries and Miſeries of the War, of 
which he was the principal Author and Contriver, to ſe- 
cure the Fortune he, had builc upon ſuch jllegal Founda-s 
tions, which his Majeſty, after having born too long, has 
been forced co deftroy, in order to reſtore Peace to his 
People, and deliver the Kingdom from the Perſecution of

Tf our Holy Father enquires* Why then his Majeſty 
did not rather chuſe the common Methods of Jutlice in 
puniſhing him for his notorious Crimes, thac he mighe. 
ſerve as an Example to Poſteriry 2' the ſaid Archbiſhop 
15 to anſwer, That it was his Majeſty's Intention fo to do, 
and that it was ſo ordered : But rhar the Perſons com. 
 manded to apprehend him perceiving rat he was guarded, 
and preparing -to defend himſelf, were obliged to have - 
recourſe to this Extremity, for fear of mifling an Oppor- 
runity. of ſuch conſequence for his Majeſty's Service, wha 
1s an Enemy to Biood, and to ſuch extraordinary Pro- 
cecdings, cho* juſt on ſuch occaſions.

Hon and Glory 3 who was very defirous that, according to 
her affe&ion and experience jn the affairs of his State, fhe 
would have been pleas'd ſhil to continue that Care, and 
ro caſe and aſſiſt him wich her aſſiduity and prudent Coun- 
cils. But ſhe defired to be excuſed of fo greara Burthen, 
have Leave to remove from Court and the hurry of affairs, 
to apply her ſelf with more Freedom to the. Service of

As to the preſent Difference between the King of Sparn 
41d the Duke of Savoy, every body knows, and particular- 
ly his Holineſs, (ro whom a particular account has been 
- *oiven from time to time of thoſe Tranſations) che earneft 
Endeavours uſed by His Majefty at the very beginning, to 
prevent the misfortunes and accidents which ariſe at pre- 
ſent, ro His Majeſty's great Sorrow, who has not only 
repreſented the ſame to rhe Emperor, King of Sparn, and 
the ſaid Duke of Savoy, and where-ever elſe it was necel- 
ſary ; bur has alſo ſent three Embaſhes excraordinary at 
the Deſire and Entreaty of the ſaid King of Spain, the {c- 


cond of which produced rhe Treaty of 4ft, nor ——_ 
y INce 
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ſince by the ſaid King and his Mimfters, employ'd in the 
Government of che Dutchy of Milan. - This obliged rhe 
Duke of Savoy again to provide for his Defence and” Safe- 
ty. and his Majeſty to :enew-his good Offices en borh 
ſides, by the Sieur de Bethune, to mediars and reſume the 
faid accommodation. Bur the Treary has been fince re- 
moved into - Spain, without confulring the Marquis de 
Seneſcey, hs Majeſty's dinbafiador in ordinary there, any 
wiſe about it; or ever acquainting his Majeſty with rhe 
Cauſe of this ſudden removal and alteration, notwithſtan- 
ding he had beeo fo zealous tn promoting it, ac the earneſt 
Entreary of the faid Cathulicz Kr. without any profpet 
but that of the Pubijick trood. However the Ring 15 nor 


ſo much concerned ar their Endcavours ro deprive him of - 


the Honour of the Agreement, after his having taken the 
mediation thereof upon him at their Entreary, as he isto 
find that the ſaid Negctiation has not ſucceeded to. rhe 1a- 
tisfation of rhe Parres ; neither does he any wiſe envy 
any body the honour and fatisfaction thereof z provided 
ſo good a Work be done, no matter by whoſe means. Bar 
he has a juft cauſe of Diſpleaſure, and to complain, thzr 
notwithſtanding ſuck good Offices and Demonftrations of 
Friendſhip made in all Candor afid Sincerity for their con1- 
mon ſatisfa&ton, the ſaid King has all of a ſudden unex- 
pe&tedly, and without acquaintivg his Majeſty therewith, 
attack*d the ſaid Duke with open Force, even befieging 
his chief Cities and Fortreffes, contrary to his often ccitcs 
rated Promiſes and Afurances, that i: was his Deſire ro 
compoſe this Difference amicably ; and that he would ate 
tempt nothing to the diſadvanrage of the (aid Duke, or of 
his Dominions, This Proceeding has no lefs ſurprized his 
Majeſty than, enilamed his Courage, and obliged him 'to 
rake Reſolurions which he all-along endeavoured to avoid 
by mildneſs and treaties z his Honour and rhe Intereſt of 
France not permitting him to ſuffer the Duke of Sv9;'s 
being oppreſt, eſpecially he not refuſing co ſubmit to rca- 
ſonadle Conditions when effered ro him, which en his 
part has not been done hitherro : in which caſe he would 
be the firſt to blame his Highneſs, and to compel him to 
condeſcend by force, as he will always be againſt thoſe 
that ſhali moleſt him, or invade his Territories agairiſt 
Tuſtice and Reaſon. This His Majeſty has declared to the 
faid King's Ambaſſador, reſiding at his Court, and has cau- 
[-d. the ſame to be repreſented ro the King himſelf by his 
Miniſter in Spain; That comparing the juſt Cauſes and 
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reaſons thereof, with the perils and misfortunes that ma 


_ ariſe, andare to be expeRted from the ſequel of ſuch 2 


reſolution, he might rather chuſe a Treaty ro compoſe all 
things amicably, than te proſecute a Defign, attended 
with many Inconveniences very prejudicial to the general 
Peace, and to the particular Repoſe of Traly; that will 
be made the Theatre on which this bloody Tragedy will 
be ated, ro the diſadvantage of the Princes and States 
thereof : And, befides the ſenſib!e Diſpleaſure his Holi. 
neſs will receive thereby, it will be difficult to. avoid its 
proving fatal to the Church and Carholick Religton, by the 
multitude of Strangers of divers Vations and Rel:gions, 
who are preparing co run to che Duke of Savoy's afliſt- 
ance, as to a common Cauſe, both out of Dread and Jea- 
Joufie of the encreaſing Power of Spain, and for the |]u- 
ftice of the Cauſe itſelf, as well as by the example of 
ethers, The aſiiſtance of the States of the United Pro- 
vinces has already been implor'd, who will be the readier 
to grant it, becauſe it 1s againſt the King of Span, their 
ancient Adverſary, whom they will be pleas'd ro fee im- 
ploy*d ahd weaken'd in his Territoriesin Italy. The Pre- 

zefbant Princes of Germany ſeem inclined to favour the 
ſame Cgufe out of rhe ſame Conſiderations, and will do 
it yet more powerfully when they find the War begun in 
earneſt, A vaſt number of Caprains and Soldiers this 
Kingdom ſwarms with at preſent, upon the disbanding of 
the Army, will freely repair thither for Imployment ; be- 
ſides, the Forces both of Foot and Horſe the King is ſend- 
ing towards the Frontiers to aſſiſt the faid Duke from 
thence (if 'it be neceſſiry) under Marſhal de Leswiguzeres 
Command, a Perſon whoſe Name and Repurarion is ſuf+ 
ficiently known ; a reſolution His Majeſty can never de- 
fiſt from without a blemiſh to his Faich and Honor, which 

are both engag'd to prote& ang defend the Duke when 

arrack'd, he not refuſing to ſubmit to reaſonable Condit!- 

ons: befides thar, it is the Intereſt of his whole Kingdom 

not to ſlffer the Ring of Spain to exgend his Dominions 
ſo near his Frontiers : all which he may prevent wich eaſe 
at preſ=nt, without fear or danger at hame, where all his 
Subje&s expreſs their Fidelity, and the Nobiliry invites 
him to it by their Obedience. Nevertheleſs the World 
may eafily imagin with what Trouble and Grief His Maje- 
ſty finds Himſelf reduc'd to rake this reſolution, living 23

kis Father-in-law, having on both ſides ſuch dear Pledges

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of their mutual and fraternal Aﬀedtion. But the conf}-

not violated by, his Majeity, bur by thoſe who force him 
to take meaſures ſo contrary to his Inclination, tho lawful 


\ in themſelves, and werthy of a moſt Chriſtian King, Zea- 


lous of the publick Peace, as well as of the Safety of his 
real Friends. | : 

' Moreover, his Maieſty looks upon this means as the 
moſt effeftua! to promore a good underſtanding between 
the Parties, and to prevent their proceeding any further. 
For his {rms ſhall never be imployed to diſturb the Peace 


of Chriſtendom, but on the contrary to ſertle it, ta oppoſe - 


thoſe that would interrapt ir, and to maintain every one 
in his Righe ; proteſting before GOD and Man, -that this 
is his rea] Intention, and that he only takes Arms by force 
and conftraint, 2nd, for his Honor, to preferve the ſaid 
Peace, and ro protec his Friends:z as 1t appears by the

on and uſual Prudence in affairs of ſuch weight and ,con- 
ſequence; either by perſons fent on purpoſe, or by other 
means ſuitable to the urgency of the danger, they may en- 
deavour to prevail with the ſaid King to encline to a 
Peace which will be more honourable, more uſckul to: his 
affairs, and without any compariſen, far more advatita- 
geous for the Public Geod than a War, the events of 
which are uncertain, long, and liable to produce Effedts 
contrary to our expectation and-projets.

His Majeſty being of opinion, that the moſt effeQua] 
way to compaſs the end he propoſes, was to obrain a ſy- 
ſpenſjon of Arms on both ftdes, during which, means 
might be thoughr on for a reconciliation : he pro» 
pos'd the ſame to the Spaniſh Ambaſſador, who anſwer'd, 
Thar he had no Power to do it but that he would write 
to the King his Maſter about it, ro whom his Majeſty has 
likewiſe made the ſame Propoſition by his Ambaſſador in 
ordinary reſiding at his Court : and his Holineſs would 
do wc.ll to fecondthe ſaid Suſpenſion, by his entreaty and 
xecommendation, in order to its being the fooner granted 
by the ſaid King, left matters being once exaſperated, 
anc one fide getring fome canſiderable .advan:age over the 
other, this .Remedy,' as all orhers tending to a Nepotia- 
tion, ſhould prove the more difficulr, and the evil en- 
creaſe to the prejudice of all, and particularly of thoſe... 
who deſpiſe the means of an accommodation. Ber it will 
be needleſs to compoſe the Quarrel between the King of 
Spain and the-Duke of Savvy, unleſs char between the Re- 
public of Yenice and the Archduke Ferdinand be made up 
at the ſame timezfor-whereas they are link'd by the Intereſt 
and Aﬀe@ion of the Parties, the Public would profit but ' 
litrle by the one without the other. And therefore his 
Majeſty deſigns to put an end to both, at once to remove 
all the Evils Ttaly 1s threatned with : and it behoves his 
Hotineſs to be che more attive and vigilant therein, be- 
cauſe ſome. men preſume to ta'kar random about his Ho- 
lineſs's Inclination in this particular, as if he were pleaſed 
wirh this occafion to reſent ſome things that have paſs'd 
of late years,between his Beatitude 2nd the ſaid Vene- 
ttans; a thing we know to be very oppoſite to his Holi- 
neſs's Wiſdom and Piety, and which neverthele(s 1t 1m. 
por's him ro provide againſt, our of: his Paternal Care, 
ro repel and ciflipace ſuch Impoſtures and Calumn1es. 
The ſaid Archbiſhop 1s to manage thoſe reaſons dexre- 
rouſly, to induce him the more to the defir'd etfett, and 
not to animate him by roo rough a relation of the ſaid 
reports. ' 

The ſaid Arch5iſhop is to repreſent the ſame thing to 
the great Dyke, in his paſſage chrough Florence, after ha- 
ving falured and afſur'd him of his Majeſty's Good-will, 
koowing his affe&tion for the Welfzre and Fricndſhip cf 
rhoſe two Crowns, as a perion who had a great ſhare 11 
their conjan&ion. in order to his uſing ſuch means as Þt 


ſhall chink- moſt convenient for the jmportance of that *i-- 
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fair. He is likewiſe to give him the ſame relaticn abour 
the death of the Marfhal &Ancre, and what concerns the 
honourable Treatment the Queen-mother receives from 
his Majeſty, which he will ever continue in the ſame man- 


ner, as much out of 4ffeFion as Daty, as if ſhe were fill 
with his Majeſty, and had continued to take care of his at- 


fairs: His Majeſty being inform'd, that the faid Grear, 


Duke has ſent the Archbiſhop of Piſa to him, only to re» 
commend the Queen his Mother's Perſon ro his Majeſty, 
has taen it in very good part, as a thing proceeding from 
his Highneſs's good Nature, and his reſpect for the King's 
Honor and the ſaid Queens Satisfaction ; yet looks upon 
this good Office as a thing fuperfluous towards him, there 
being no Perſon in the World his faid Majeſty honours 
and cheriſhes more,nor te whom he thinks himlelf oblig'd 
to make a more expres demonſtration thereofy as he will 
ever make it evident by all manner of eftef&s of Gratitude 
and AfﬀfeQion towards the faid Queen his mother, on all 
occaſions. 

The ſaid Archbiſhop is likewiſe to communicate the af- 
fairs he fhall be fotruſted with to the Cardinals Detfinz, 
Urſini,aud Bonz?, as much as he ſhall think neceffary.and 
proper ; not to give them c2uſe to ſuſpeR, thar the King 
dvubrs their devotion to his Service. Nevertheleſs he is 
to make dire applications himſelf to his Holinefs, about 
fuch Commands as he ſhall-receive from-hls Majefty during 
his abode there. He is ro take a particular care not co 11m- 
part them to 'the Abbot C Aumale, whoſe Behaviour the 


King has no reaſon to be ſatisfied with : he 15to obſerve it . 


ſtrictly, and withour taking the leaſt notice thereof, to ac- 
quaint his Majeſty therewith. He is alſo to affure the Kings 
Servants and Penſioners, that they will be paid berter for 
the future than they have been hitherto, upon the account 
of the diſorder of hs Majeſty's Finances, cauſed by the Re- 
volutions and Troubtes of the Kingdom, which his Majeſt 
takes pains ro ſettle again, infomuch that they may expedc 
Satisfation' hereafrer; and ro ſhare the Fruits of the 
Peace .and good Order, bis Majeity defigns to reſtore in 
all rhings. 

He is to take care to acquaint bis Majeſty with all Oc- 
currences, by che uſual =_ and his Majefty wili ſend his 
Commands to the ſaid Archbiſh9p 1n the fame manner, nog 
doubting bur he will acquit huniclf thereof to his farts-

Monſieur d'Eſpernon's. Anſwer was, That the ſhorteſt 
Follies werethe beſt 3 and, That as he was not Concern'd 
n what he h:d done, ſo he had no Counſel ro give him 
Chat for his parc he was ſending one of his Chiidren to 
the King and the Queen-mother, to afſure them of his 
Fidelity and Service. | , 
| Soon after this the Archbiſhop of Thalouſe arriving at

leſs tie Queen would allow him Fifry thouſand Crowns 
for the payment of the Garriſon.

During theſe Tranſaftions Sardin! and Ruccellaz were 
commanded to leave Paris, which the firſt did with all 
the ſpecd imaginable, aad the other refuſed to obey the 
King's Commands, until he had ſeen Monfiecur de Lnynes.

Soon after the ſaid Archbiſkop's arrival at Mets, be re- 
ceiv'd Letcers from Ruccellaj, by which he deiir'd ts ſce 
him ; aud after ſeveral Journeys to and fro, Monſieur 
Eſpernon, who had hitherto ſuſpe&ed. him, offered to re» 
ceive h m ſecretly ar Mets. 
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The ſaid Sjeur de Ruccella? immcdiately accepted this 
Propoſition; and after having bcen at Sedan, he came to 
Monſieur dEfpernon at Mets, who was ſo delighted with 
him, that he placed an entire confidence in him from that 
moment, and made uſe of him for his reconciliation with 
the Duke of Boazllon. | 

The ſaid Ruccellai made ſeveral Journeys to Sedan, and 
to 7otnuille, where the Cardinal de Guiſe was 3 and after 
having reconciled the Dukes 4 EJpernon and of Bowillon, he 
propofed to them ro ſend for the remainder of the Two 
nundred thouſand Crow the Queen-mother had at Fl:-

Their deſign was to divide them between the Cardinal 
ae Guiſe, Meſheurs de Bonillon, and de la Valette, and to 
raiſe 12000 Foot and 3000 Horſe, to divert the King's 
Forces, in caſe the Queen-mother were attacked, after her 
being retir'd at Angouleſme.

During all theſe Treaties, mcre time was ſpent than 
Monſieur d*Kſpernon had taken fer his Jeurney of Xaine 
tongue 3-for tho he was to go in rhe month of Auguſt, he 
{till carried at AZers until the end of the year. | | 

His firſt reſo]ution was, to ſerid the Archbiſhop of Thou- 
louſe before into X aietonge, and to make an Offer to Monl. 
de St. Luc, ro accompany the ſaid Archbithop in the exe- 
cution of the deſign the Queen-mother had to leave 
Bleis 3 which was to be on the ſame day Monſ. d* Eſpernon 
was to paſs the Loire, But Menſ. d? Eſpernen alter?d his 
mind fince. | | 

Being reſolved to fer forward for Xaintonge, he ſent 
one of hs Attendants to. Court, to ſound Monf. de Luynes*s 
Intention by his Friends, and to ſee whether they were 
c1fpoſed to permit him-ro make this Journey without co- 
ming to the Court, which he was no wiſe defirous to do. 

The Perſon he ſent was order *d- not to mention the 
permiſſion he defired, unleſs he were ſure'ro obtain it. 
 Heapplied himſelf ro Monſ. de Bellegarde, who ſeemed 
to be in taveur with Mr. de Lyynes, and who being nearly 
related, and a particular Friend to Monſ. d* Efpernon, un- 
dertook thar*aftair. | | |

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He ſpoke to the Sieur Deagers about it, who engaged 
his Word to him, that the King would grant Monſieur 
d Eſpernon a permiſtion to go to Xaintonge, in whatever 
form he deſired ir : but inſtead of allowing the ſame, the 
King writ to him, Thar he judg'd his Preſence neceffary 
about Mets, by reaſon of the Troubles of Germany. 

This Anſwer did no leſs trouble Monfſ. de Bel{egarde 
than the Duke d'Eſpernon, inſomuch that Monf. de Belle- 


garde took this pretence to break off his Friendſhip pub* 


lickly with Deagers, and preft this Aﬀair ſo cloſe, that he 
obtain'd a Letter from the King for Monſ. d'Eſpernon, .by 
which his Majeſty indeed gave him Leave to purſue the 
Journey he defired, but ar the ſame time order'd him 
not to ſet forward till he hcard farther from him. | 

The obſcurity of this Permiſſion did nor hinder Monſ. 
4Eſpernon from purſuing the deſign of his Journey. 

In order thereunto) he ſet out on the 6th or 7th of Za- 
mary, in the year 1619. And thohe had reſoly'd before 
to leave the execution of the Enterprize of Blas to the 
Archbiſhop of Thoulouſe, on the day he was to paſs the 
River Loire, he alter'd his mind, and reſolved to be there 
himſelf, for Reaſons too long to be inſerted here. | 

He gave no nctice of his departure to the ſaid Archbi- 
ſhop of Thoulouſe, till he came to a place called Pont ge 
Vichy, whence he diſpatched a Gentleman to che King, 
ro give him Reaſons tor what he had done, Mee 

After that, he ftopt no where till he came to Confollant, 
where the Archbiſhop of Tyoulouſe mer him, with the No- 
bility of his Goverament, which he had ſummoned. 

He remained chere two or three days, uncertain what 
courſe to take ; but after having taken the Advice of 
Ruccellai and du Plefis, he ſent the larter Poſt to the 


Queen- mother, and put forward the next day himſelf di- 
realy towards Loches, 


Du Pleſſis at his arrival at Blois found the Queen-motkeer - 


very impatient to hear from the Duke d"Eſpernon ;, for 
being inform'd that he was gone from Mets, without has» 
ving given her notice of it by - Letters, ſhe did not know 
what to 1mpute that Neglect to. | 

This was the reaſon that he found her ſo-lirtle prepar'd

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_ A httle before the ſaid du Pleſſis's arrival, ſhe had re- 

ceived a very long Letter from Bellegard?, by which he 
endeavour'd to diſlwade her from putting her ſelf into 
Monſ. d'Efpernon's hands, by reaſon of the ſingularity of his 
Rumor, repreſenting to her, That ſhe could commit no 
pou fault, than to retire into any place under his com- -' 
mand. 

As for himſelf, indeed he ofter'd to receive her into his 
Government of Burgundy, tho 'ris yery likely that he was 
nor very defirous of it ; but at the ſame time he excus'd 
kimſelf from. ſerving her, jn caſe ſhe put her ſelf into 
Monſ. &Eſpernon's hands. 

This Letter did not hinder the Queen from proſecuting 
her firſt detign, and from reſolving to leave Blozs, without 
ſtaying either for the Marquis de Moſni, or for Chantelouhe. 

This Treaty betweem Montieur d'Eſpernon and the Queen 
mother was carried on in the beginning with a great deal 
of ſecrecy on his part ; bur towards the latter end it was 
known or ſuſpe&ed by moſt of thoſe thar were about him, 
and it 1s certain, that at his going from Confollaus all his 
Servants ſeeing him go back to Loches, ſaid publickly, that 
he was going to carry away the Queen-mother. 

| Bur thoſe ſhe had 1mruſted with ic kepr the matter far 
leſs fecret 3 for Monſieur de St. Luc paſſing tlirough Bly, 
acquainted Mademoiſelle de Barns with all the particulars 
of it ; and the Marquis de Mofni, from the beginning, 
fpoke of it to Mademoiſelle de Talſy, before. one of her 
Women, by whom Madam Bonue:l and Sardint were ac- 
quiinted with the matrer. WA 
- The thing ſucceeded .neverthelefs, aud Monficur de 
L.uxnes was either fo careleſs, or {o unhappy, as not to re- 
cetve the leaſt notice of a thing which was known by fo 
many. 

It is obſervable in this place, that Chabanes was ſent to 
Monficur d'Eſper non, by Monſieur de Laynes, and that he 
paſſed through Leches two days before che ſaid Duke's ar- 
rival there, wirtout being inform'd of his |ourtiey ; ſo 
that he went very near Poigtiers withour hearing any thing 
abour him. But tho the ſaid Ebabanes had had norice of 
his deparcure from Gonfolaus at that time, and of his de- 
fign, which was known by' his attendance, as aboveſaid, 
it was too late to give Monſieur de Luynes a ſufficient no-

to fill up the Vacancy of the Roman Embaſſy,-by a Perſon 
firly qualified to ſerve him, and to pleaſe our holy Father 
the Pope, to watch and obſerve all publick Occurrences, 
and to promote the Honour and Service of his Majeſty in 
all things. 

To this end he has choſen the Bailiff de Sillery Coun- 
cellor in his Council of State, a Perſon very well known 
to his Majeſty by ſeveral. Imployments and Commithons 
he has diſcharged to his fſarisfattion 3 and commands him 
forthwith to repair wich all ſpeed towards Rome, about ſe- 
veral affairs, relating as much to the Peace of C briftendom, 
(<qually reſpe&ed by his Holineſs, and by hls Majefty) the 
Tranquility and Liberty of 7talz, as to the Welfare and 
Safety of the Friends.and Allies of France 3 and has or- 
dered this memorial to be drawn, to he the Rule and Guide

It is his Majeſty's Pleaſure he should go through Turin,

His Majeſty knows the Eſteem the lare King 
his moſt honour*d Lord and Father ever had for his Per- 
ſon, and has made his late Majeſty's maxim his rule in the 
condue of the General, as he was a wiſe Prince, endued 
with a long experience in Publick Affairs : He deſigns to 
live with the ſaid Duke in thar ſtrift bond of Affeion for 
their Common Intereſt, lately ſtrengthen'd by the dear 
Pledge his Majeſly has given the Prince of Piedmont, of 
his dear-beloved Siſter 3 declaring again, that as ir has 
pleaſed God to let him take the management of his Af-

thing to the prejudice of ſo juft a Reſolution, may feel 
the effefts of their ambition and rathnelſs, if ſo daring as 
ro attempr it ; or be kept witiin bounds, out of ' fear of 
the Force and Councils of the ſaid Aﬀociates for the com- 
mon Cauſe, | 

The preſent ſtate of affairs in Valtelina requires this to 
be urged to the ſaid Duke, who is likewiſe concerned for 
the Safety of Italy. The King has alteady-a-quainted him 
. with the perpetual Endeavours uſed about it from' the ve- 
ry beginning, that his Majeſty prevents the Inconvenien- 
ces of ſuch a-precipitaced Uſurpation; to remonſtrate the 
Conſequences thereof, and to promote its reſtitution at 
Rome, 1n Spain, and elſewhere, being defirous at firſt, by 
mild means to endeavour the obtaining of an- amicable 
Treaty, before he - would: proceed'to thoſe of Rigor, meer- 
ly our of reſpe&t to the Publick Peace, fo juſtly valued and 
defired ; as alſo becauſe the Infringers thereofare ſo near- 
ly united to his Majeſty by Al/iances, thar he had reaſon 
to expe from their very Promiſes, thax they would at 
laſt yield ro Ins juſt Remeonſtrarces, ro exccute the 
Agreement made at Madrid, for rhe reftitution of tlie 
ſaid Countries, as ſoon as might be, z:ccording to the Ar- 
ticles thereof, This has been preft withour ante r4mliion 
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by kis Majeſty's Miniſters in Ordinary, 2s well as by o- 
thers ſent in an Extraordinary manner, uacil finding witte 
regret thar ſo long a delay might not only prejudice the 
publick Cauſe, but his Reputarion, and the Affairs of the 
Perſons concern'd, he. thought fir ro a:quaint the. Sp.zniſh: 
Ambaſſador here-more clearly with- his Sentiments and. 
Intentions upon the ſaid matter,. ahd order'd his in Spain 
to do the ſame to the ſaid Cath lick Ring, his Connceilors 
and Officers; and thar unleſs ſpeedy fatisfaftion were gi- 
ven to his Allies by Effe&ts, he should be forced, by con- 
 ſiderations of Honour and of State, re joyn wich hiar 
according to their carneſt deſires, in order to try by other. 
Expedienrts within their power,. to oblige the ſaid Spa- 
aards to make the ſaid reſtitution, eichec by demonſtra-- 
tions of Force, . if that were ſufficient, or by Efforcs wor- 
thy of. thoſe that are employed in ir. Since this, his 
Majeſty has ebſerved, that the ſaid Spaniards have begun. 
to ſpeak of the ſaid Reſtitution in terms more mild and. 
reaſonable than before, from which. he will endeayour 10 
draw the defired Eſfe&ys, by all forts of Perſecutions and 
Remonſtrances; and that unleſs he; be ſatisfied therein: 
wito all rhe ſpeed and ſincerity requir'd, he will uſe ſuch 
other means as God has given him with the Confederates, 
according to his Promiſes to the ſaid Duke, and to. the- 
Republick of Yenice, alſo to the Marſhal de Leſdeguieres, to 
the end that having diſpatch'd rhe Afﬀeairs he 1s - about at 
preſenr,. the Forces he has raiſed by his Majeſty's Com: . 
mand may be uſed for that Expedition, unleſs, as befoic, 
the Spamgrds begin the performance of the ſaid Reftitu- 
rion according to their Promiſe 3; his. Majeſty reterring che 
taking of a ſtranger and more preciſe Reſolution in order 
thereunto with the ſaid Marſhal, and to conſult about the 
means thereof, ; until his coming ro Lyons.z not doubting 
but the ſaid Duke and the Signiory of Venice will contri- 
bure towards it, according to their Intereſt :and Power ; 
which. nevertheleſs the ſaid Commandore is dexteroully 
to ſound, and to get a true knowledge of, that his' Ma- 
zeſty .may be; able ro proceed upon a certain Founda- 
tlOn, ; Cf. . ; by © .# ES -4 * 2 .- 
And whereas his Majeſty is well inform'd, that the faid- 
Duke intends, and. thinks-it moſt proper, in eaſe of an 
Enterp11Ze, to make ic at once by way-of diverficon upon 
the Scate of Milan ; the ſaid Commandore is not-:to 0p- 
poſe the ſame, neither is he ro give him full aſſurances 
caereof, but-rather to give him hopes, that 1t his —_ 
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finds any farther Delays and Arrtifices jn this affair of the 
Griſms, thus to uſurp other Peoples Territories, and keep 
the Neighbourhocd in alarm, he will always be ready to 
embrace and follow ſuch Reſolutions as ſhall be thought 
moſt conducing to the defired end ; the conſultation of 
which is alſo referred to his ſaid Journey to Zyons with 
che ſaid Marſhal, and ſuch Deputies as ſhall be ſent by the 
Duke and from the Republick: But that it is neceſſary in 
the mean time to give thoſe Alarms and Jealoufics tothe 
Spaniards, and to begin the ſaid Preparations, that if pof- 
{.ble the noiſe thereot may prevent the coming to action, 
which when compel'd to, muſt be proſecured with alf rhe 
Courage and Vigor imaginable 3 and his Majeſty will ap- 
prove himſeS$a worthy Son to the King his Father, Heir 
ro his Generoſity as to his Royal Sceprer, and'to his Aﬀes« 
Aion towards the Republick and his Allies. ' 

. All the World is ſenſible of the Occupations and Ex- 


. pences the 5pa-1ards are engaged in at this time in divers 


parts of Chriftendom, and conſequently that they. have no 
need of creafing new Enemies ; therefore” his Majeſty 
hopes, that in taiking and doing thus, they wiltSe brought 
to reaſon: if not, veirher his Majefty's WM il or Power 


ſhall be war:ting to ſupport the publick Cauſe in ſo urgenr 


an Occaf:on ; not doubting bur the other Friends, whoſe 
Concern in this affair 1s yet greater than his, will perform 
their Dury accordingly. 

That if thoſe who diſturb rhe publick Peace by ſuch 
Atremprs rely on the Aﬀairs and Troubles of his Kipgdom 
they are ill inform'd_ of the true ſtate thereof, the aſt 
Year having greatly encreas'd his Majeſty's Power and 
Authority over his Subjects, who, unlefs they reſumetheir 
Allegiance in this, which his Majefty invices chem eo, and 
gives them means to perform, they will again feel the 
power of his Arms, to their coft, and to his advantage, 
which will no ways make him the leſs favourable to his 
Allies, tho he mighr do it with more convenience and 
advantage, if it pleaſed God to inſpire his revolted Sub- 
zeRs with a ſpeedy Obedience under the Laws and Edits 
made and obſery'd in the late King his Father's time.

Re is to do the ſame Office towards the Duke of Mantua 
(withour going thither himſelf) by ſending one of his 
Gentlemen to aſſure him of his Majeſty's Good-will of 
his being. order'd to favour his Intereſt ac Rome, and to uſe 
his u-moſt endeavours to facilitate their reconciltation ; 
ro which he ſhall be defired to ſhow himſelf che more di- 
{poſed, ſeeing thar-the publick occafions ſeem to invire 
rhem all to a ſpeedy and ftri& reconciliation. He 1s alſo 
' fo complement him upon the late Marriage of the Princeſs 
his Siſter wich the Emperer, wiſhing him and all his Fa- 
mily all manner of Proſperity and Content therein. 

The King doubrs not bur the Duke of Savey, and the 
Cardinal his Son, will put him upon the Subject of the 
ComproteQion, which he has been roo much mov'd and 
offended at, ſince his Majeſty, cenſidering his quality, the 
nearneſs of his relation to him, and the place he has in 
his Aﬀection, never had or could have the leaft intention 
of doing any thing to his diſadvantage. When he honou.” 
red Cardinal Bentrvoglio with the Title of ComproreRer, it 
was not te equal him with the ſaid Cardinal of Savgy, being 
very ſenſible of rhe difference of their Birth, for he was 
expreſly enjoyn'd to yield ro him in all things, and 
zo meddle wich nothing z3n his preſerce, but _— 
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fhotild be pleaſing to him, and rather fo affiſt him, than to 
\ do or undertake any thing without his Knowledge and 
Approbation. His Majeſty is very ſenſible that this Buſts 
neſs, which was begun with Ingenuity, has not been re- 
ceiv'd ſo by many, who have endeayour'd to Bxaſperare 
the ſaid Cardinals Mind upon this Subje&, under pretence 
of his Reputation, the conſideration of which is as dear ro 


his Majefty as to any Perſon whatever ; not being igno«. 


rant, that if that receiv'd the leaft blemiſh, it would res 
fle& on his Majeſty's Name and Honour, who having gi- 
ven him the Quality of Prote&or, conſequently knows 
that it is his Intereſt to advantage his Perſon. He- is to 
give him freſh aſſutances, that he being at Rome, the ſaid 


Cardinal Bentivoglio's hands ſhall be ty'd tn all things re- 


lating to his Majeſty's Afﬀairs, and that he will only a& 


by the ſaid Cardinal of Savey's Orders. And when ever he - 


Is abſent from thence, it does no wiſe concern him whithee 
the ſaid Cardinal or any other has the management of. hig 
Majeſty's faid Afﬀairs, he being no. longer concern'd 
therein, than while he is preſent. | 

Thar his Majeſty is ſenſible of the ſaid Cardinals Af 
fetion, who ought to be as tender of his Majeſty's Dig- 
nity and Reputation, as he is of whatever relates to his 
Intereſts, both which would: be wounded in ſome meaſure, 


if being ſo far ingag'd in this Buſineſs, he ſhonld now 


make any alteration to the diſlatisfaQion of the ſaid Cardi- 
nal Bentivoglis, and that though it were done without his 
being diſpleas'd thereat, yet it would refle& on his Maje« 
ſty's Name and Honour in the World : That his ſaid Ma- 
jeſty will always take a particular care of all things rela- 
ting to the Intereſt and {atisfattion of the ſaid Cardinal of 
Savoy, as well in the payment of the Penſion his Majeſty 
allows him; which notwithſtanding the vaſt expences he 
isat, he has continu'd in the-Ro!l of his Finances, as in tas 
king pleaſure to favour him with other Gratifications ſuita« 
ble ro his Quality, and thjs he is to give him full aſſurance 
of, Nevertheleſs the ſaid Commander is to take a partt- 
culat cate, firſt; to diſcover and know from Marini the in- 
ward ſentinent of the ſaid Cardinal, about the ſaid Com- 
prote&ion, ſeeing that in caſe he finds him obſtinate, and 


not to be mioy'd in that point, it will be neceffary to leave - 


him ſome hopes that his Majeſty will be pleas'd at the find- 
ing out of ſome Expedients in this affair to his liking and 
ſatisfation. But yet it is certain that he will be much ber- 
ter ſatisfy'd, as indeed it "_ Iatereſt, to have matters 
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Temain as they are at preſent, than to' make any Innova- 
Tjons, fince none can be made without prejudice to his Ma- 
Jeſty's Aﬀairs at Rowe. Therefore if it were poſlible ro 
divert the ſaid Cardinal of Savoy from this thought, the 
faid Commander would do his Majeſty a fignal piece of 
Service, the management of which is left to his Judg- 
ment and Diſcretion, according as he will diſcover rhe 
Temper and Diſpoſition of the ſaid Cardinal, upon the 
Place as well as by Marin''s Informations. 

He is {till to confirm. bis Majeſty's Journey to Lyons, ag 
well to pleaſe and comfort the Allies in the affair of the 
Griſons, as becauſe their Highnefles have a great deſire ro 
fee and whit on his Majeſty; which when they mention, he is 
6 afſure them will be very acceptable to him. The faid 
Commander rs alſp to aſſure the Princeſs, his Siſter, of his 
MajeR&y's cordial Love and fraternal AﬀeQtion, and thar 
whenever any occaſion thall offer it ſelf to give proofs 
thereof, he will embrace #t with great ſatisfation; that he 
FEjoyces at the gogg, and honourable Freatmenrt ſhe re- 
ceives, and will allways be ready to do her all manner of 
good effices towards the faid Duke,and the Prince, kis Son ; 
he is: likewife ro acquaint. her with the charge and cem- 
- Mafnq he has re-iterajed'to the aforeſaid Marini, to let him 
hear often from her, and what confidence his Majeſty re- 
poſes in his deyotion to. his ſervice. He is alfo ta viſit the 
other Princes and Jafanta's whom he is to. complement, and 
te afluce them of his Majeſty's Friendthip. and Good-will. 
Ang without making any longer ftay there, he. is te con- 
tinue his Journey to- Rowe, through Rerexce, as it is uſual ; 
where his Majeſty. is perſuaded: that he will he kindly re- 
ceiv'd by the Great Duke, the Great Nutchefs Dowager, 
ang the Widow Arch-Dytecheſs.

Buc that having through the Grace of God diſcover'd the 
Truth, and: the Malice of the Authors and Contrivers of a 
courſe ſo -prejudicial, ſhe has . reſum'd her former Confi- 
dence in his Majeſty's muld and truly Royal Temper, 
whoſe Soul rejoices thereat, and will ever ſtudy by all the 
means and duties of filial Reſpe&t, to confirm her ſaid con- 
fidence to her fatisfation» And in order to give the 
World a very evident proof thereof, the King has lately 
admitted the ſaid Queen again into his Council, and moſt 


ſecret affairs, ta be aſſiſted with her good advice upon all 


occaſions. 

He is to obſerve in what manner this repreſentation will 
be receiv'd at Florence, and the Judgment they will make of 
his Majeſty's behaviour towards the ſaid Queen, to give 
his Majeſty notice thereof, that he may the- better and 
more fecurely regulate his Condu@ upon that knowledge 
for the future. For really he has not had much reaſon to 
be fatisfy*d with their Highneſſes of late, and particular- 
ly about the reſtitution of the Money of the ſaid Corc:ni ; 
their manner of proceeding therein, which the Arch-biſhop 
of Lyons \is very well acquainted,with, being as unteem!y,as 
diſpleaſing ro his Majeſty, which was acknowledg'd by 
Arbino: himſelf. If any of the Miniſters ſhould pur hinz 


vpon this ſubjet, he may A them, that the matter 
2 1s 
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is very welf known, and that it. cannot long remain in 
thoſe terms, which may be remedy'd by a ſpeedy pays 
-ment of the ſaid Money. Es 

Before his Arrival at Rome, he 1s to inform ' Cardinal 
de Srurdis of his coming, if he be ſti]l there, to confer with 
him before his entry into the faid City, about the form 
thereof, dr elſe with Cardinal Bentivoglio, who is Compro« 
teQtor there : He is to make it as Honourable and Solemn as 
can be, according to theuſual Cuſtom; to get informations 
from them about the general ſtate of Aﬀairs, and of his 
Majeſty's in particular 3 what he is do to at this beginn- 
ing ; and to learn from them, as perſons better inform'd 
with the ufe of the Country, how he is to behave him- 
ſelf ro be admitted the very firſt Night of his Arrival to 
kiſs his Holinefles Feet; to whom, preſenting the King's 
Letters written with his own hand, he 1s to confirm the 
aſſurances of his Majeſty's AﬀeQronate and Filial Obſer- 
vance, for the Service and Honour of the Holy See, by 
the- Example of the Kings, his Predeceflors, to the ſa- 
tisfattion of his Beatitude, and the adyantage of his houſe 
and deſigns. | He is alſo to make him ſenſible of the Con- 
folation his Majeſty receiv'd at his aſſumption tothe Pon- 
tificate; his Prayers having been granted on this ſubjeCt : 
Since it has pleas'd God to give a Perſon of his Piety and 
.Virtue to Chriſtendom, who has the intentions, and is in» 
dued with all the - Qualifications requir'd in a common 
Father ; that it is his earneſt defire he may 10joy it. long 
fer the Pubkck Good, which he will again confirm to 
him, at the ſending him the uſual Devoirs and Obedience. 
That his Majeſty ts perſuaded that "bis Holineſs puts a 
greater confidence in this Royal Freedom, and 1 the real 
and folid Effe&s, his Majeſty daily diſcovers to the advans 
tage of the Church, and of Chriſtendom in General, than 
ro impute his not having been able hitherto to perform 
that dury to the leaſt want of Inclination or Devotion ro- 
wards his Beatitude, but to the Troubles and Diviſions 
of his Kingdom, which he has begun to diſintangle fo 
happily, and ſo-mnch to the advancage of tie Catholick 
Religion,. and- of his Authority ; that his Majeſty is per- 
ſuaded that he will prefer fuch ſaſutory Effetts to a Cere- 
monious Dury,. fince his Majeſty yields to none, beſides 
his Title of firtt Son of the Church, in Duty or Devotion 
'towards the Holy See and his Holineſs, as he will ever 
make it appear both at Home and Abroad and that he 
hopes that God will bleſs him fo much again this Year, 
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either by Agreement, or Force of Arms, as to extend the 


Cathelick Religion, and the Honour of the Name of God 


in his Kingdom, ſo far as to deſerve the Continvation of 


the good Will and Paterna! Connſels His Holineſs has ſent 
him upon that Subje& ; which, his Nuncto can afſfure him, 
have been receiv'd by him with Sentiments ſuitable to his 
Zeal, and to the-Reſpe& he bears to whatever proceeds 
from the wiſe Counſels of His Beatitude. 

The faid Commandore is to remain within theſe Bounds 
at his firſt private Audience, only giving His Holineſs AC 


- ſurances of His Majeſty's Devotion, according to the'uſual 


Cuſtom. For, as to other Aﬀairs, they are referr'd co that 
which is to be ſolemn and publick, as well as others which 


will be given him from time to time, according as Occur- 


rences ſhall offer themſelves. He is to wait on Cardinal 
Ludoviſe, His Holineſs's Nephew, the ſame Night; whom 
he is to acquaint with-His Majeſty's Good Will towards 


him ; the Confidence he repoſes in, and Knowledge he has 


of his AﬀeGtion for the Welfare of his Aﬀairs ; in which 
he ſhall be deſir*d to perſevere, and: to make his Uncle fa. 


vourable in ſuch Occaſions as ſhall occurr during his Refi- 
dence jn Rome : Which His Majeſty will be ready to ac-. 


knowledge to his Advantage and SatisfaGticn, on all Occa- 


ſions, by profitable and honourable EffeQs. * 
The greateſt and moſt important Afﬀair in debate at 


this time is that above-mention'd about Yaltelins , 


which his Holineſs is very well acquainted with, together 
with the Endeavours hitherto us'd by his Majeſty, to ſtifle 
the Misfortunes he is ſenſible muſt ariſe from that Conten- 
tion in their very birth. He is again to lay the danger- 
ous Conſequences thereof before his Holineſs, m relation 
ts the publick Good of 7:a/y, and even of the Rowan Reli- 
gion it ſe}f ; and that unleſs the Spaniards will ſpeedily 
ſubmit to his Counſesls, and paternal Exhortations, to ha- 
ſten the Reſtitution thereof, the King will be oblig'd ro 
eſpouſe the Cauſe and Intereſt of his Allies; that his 
Holineſs is riot only oblig'd, as a common Farther, to 
prevent Troubles, but as a Temporal Prince of 7a!y to ob- 


viate and oppoſe all manner of Uſurpations. His Majeſty 


in this point only requires the Obſervation and Execution 
of the Articles of Madrid, made with the approbation of 
his, Holineſs's Miniſters ; the accompliſhing of which the 
Spaniards, under a ſpecious pretence of Religion towards 


him, and of deference towards teveral Princes and States 
concern'd, have delay'd and put off; inſomuch that the

Diſtemper is now grown to fuch a head, by the artifice 
and deſire of the Governor of Milan, to preſerve what he 
has Uſurp'd againſt all Right and Reaſon, to the prepudice 
of his Majeſty's Alliance, and of the ſafety of the Princes 
of 7:aly, that his. Majeſty has freely declar'd, and lately a- 
gain acquainted his Holineſs, his Nuncio, and the Spanijh 
Armbaſſ:dor, that unleſs the aforeſaid Agreement were ef- 
f-CQtually perform'd, he could no longer reſiſt the deſires 
and gene:ial Intereſt of his Confederates, who made earneſt 
Sollicitations to him to affiſt and ſtrengthen them with his 
generous Reſolutions in their preſſing need, and thar on 
their ſides they would co-operate to the utmoſt of their 
Power and Intereſt: That in compliance thereurito his 
Majeſty has ſenr Orders in all parts to keep all things in 
readineſs ; and that being refolv'd to repair to Lyons, his 
Orders were alſo diſpatch'd to the Marſhal z' Eſdigureres, 
to be ready at the firſt Command. That it is moſt cer- 
tain thar the Princes concern'd, and ſeveral others who 
will nor ſtir until they fee the Game begun, will freely en- 
ter the Liſts for their preſervation, others for Intereſt, and 
that then his Holineſs, though perhaps too late, will find 
whether the Reaſons alledg*d by Spain for Religion, are as 
important and conliderable, as the Evils and Accidents 
which will ariſe ro his grief, even to the very detriment 
of the Catholick Religion. For undoubtedly ſeveral Pro- 
teſtant Princes will make this Cauſe theirs, being jeaJous, 
with reaſon, of the growing greatneſs of Spain, and divers 
Nations and Religions will enter and fill 7aly. And all 
this is occaſion'd by the immoderate Covetouſneſs and 
Ambition of the Miniſters of Spain ;' the prejudice and 
blame whereof will fall] upon the Authors, and his Majeſty 
will be ſufficiently diſcharg'd towards God and Men, by 
the Endeavours he has us'd to prevent theſe Misfortunes ; 
for conſidering the time when the Enterprize was firſt 
began, and-the Treaty concluded upon that Subjett, but 
not executed by Spain, a longer patience would be impu- 
red to want of Courage and Refentment. Therefore his 
Majeſty again intreats his Holineſs, ſeriouſly to renew 
the Efforts of his paterna} Admonition, to prevent ſuch 
Calamities, His Majeſty is very ſenſible that the ſaid Spa- 
niards, the better to Golour and juſtify their Attempts, 
and to make him the more favourable to their Deſign, 
have all atong Jaid the Caſe of Religion before his Eyes, 
ro blind him, and conſequently prevent his joining with 
the reſt of the Allies, or ar leaſt to make tum cnnny at 
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their Enterprize : But whereas the Mask is now thrown 
off, and that it 1s evident by other Occurrences in Chriſten- 
Aom, that they are induc'd thereunto more out of Ambit» 
tion than Religion, his Ho'ineſs muſt be intreated no lon= 
ger to ſuffer hiinſelf ro be impos'd on, both for his own 
Honour, and for the good an3 peace of Tlaly, as well 
as for the ſake of the- Catholick Religion; the advan- 
tage of which, he may aſſure himſelf, his Majeſty will , 
Ever be one of the firſt to promote with all his power. Bur 
there is ſome danger, ( as it has often been repreſented) in 
being too obſtinate for one, of loſing borh tegether.For it 
15 moſt certain, that the ſaid Leagues of rhe Gros are not 
oblig'd; by the Articles of the Treaty, to maintain the 
Catholick Religion alone in Yalzclina ; and conſequently 
the Spaniards cannot inſiſt on this, without a Breach of rhe 
Treaty, and without wounding his Majeſty's Royal In- 
termiſhon. But morcover to remove this borrow'd Vet!, 
and to go beyond them by a Zeal not apparent, bur tru'y 
fincere of Religion, though this be not included 1n rhe ſaid 
Agreement, he will imploy his Credit and lively Remon- 
ſtrances towards the ſaid Griſous by his Ambaſſadors, and 
uſe all other reaſonable means to prevail with them for 
the preſervation of the ſaid Religion in Yalt?lina, though 
Not in the nature of a Condition, as aboveſaid ; it not be- 
ing mention'd in the Treaty, and they being oblig'd, 
notwithſtanding a refuſal to accompliſh the ſaid Agree- 
ment, and to perform the ſaid full and intire Reſtitution. 
That in caſe his Majeſty can ſucceed in this defign, it will 
be a great comfort to his Holineſs, whoſe Nuncio in Swir- 
zerlan2 muſt be order'd to facilitate with his Majeſty's 
Miniſters, all heneſt and ſure means to haſten the ſaid Re 
fitution. His Majeſty prefles this Aﬀair, being jultly 
preſ#d by the thing it {elt, and by the Perſons concern'd 
therein, which ſhou!d invite his Holineſs to double his 
vigilance and ſerious Inſtances in Spain ; otherwiſe he 
will find, by real Efe&s, that his Majeſty's foreſight has 
been food, and bis care in ſo many p:zces very praiſe 
WOrtny. \ 
But in order the better to convince his Holineſs of che 
truth of the premilles, here is a very certain and moir vi- 
ſible Argument thereof. The Spaniards, who boaſt, and 
ſcem very deſirous of promoting the good and advance- 
ment of the Catholick Religion in Germany, where they 
had promis'd to Inveſt the Duke of Bavaria with both the 
Palgtinat?5, arg now out of Reaſons of State _ = 
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ſerv'd in the matter; out of fear of diſpleaſing the 
King of Great Britaiz, -and leſt the Duke of Bavaria ſhould 
grow too powerful in Germany ; Cauſes altogether Tem- 
poral, which hinder them from advancing the Glory and 
Ho!y Name of God in fo fair an occaſion ; while his Ma- 
J2!ty ſhows himſelf more inclinable and favourable to it; 
for though the EleQor Palatin js Ally'd to him, he knows 
in his Soul what he has doye on that ſubje&, where it was 
neceſſary to ſhow his good intention. His Holineſs's O& 

cers, and his Nuncio here, have diſcover'd it themſelves, 
and that it was only a Blind u'sd by them, to abuſe the 
moſt ſimple, but not capable of obſcuring the prudence 


, and clear ſight of his Holineſs, who will be prais'd and 


Þ'eſ.'d by God and Men, for endeavouring tq preyent U- 
ſurpations, and to maintain the publick Peace, which are 
the only Ends his Majeſty propoſes. But the ſaid Com- 
mandore is chiefly to iat{iſt on the Miſchiefs that may in- 
fu2 for the Pablick, theſe Crowns proceeding to a Breach, 
( which his Majeſty will prevent to the utmoſt of his pow- 
er, ) by the advantages the. Twk will eaſily gain by the 
diviſion of the Chriſtian Princes, Whereas being united, 
as it is his Rolineſs's Office to keep them, and to which 
his Piety, and other good Conſtderations, ſhould incline 
him above all things, conſidering the preſent ſtate of the 
Turks ; great progreiſes might be made againſt them. But 
our Sins and Niicords making us unworthy of that happi- 
neſs we muſt implore the goodneſs of God, and his Holi. 
neſs by Prayers and Exhortations muſt uſe his utmoſt En- 
deavours, to reconcile the hearts of Chriſtian Princes ta 
an Enterprize ſo holy, fo important, and ſo ieafible ar this 
time, according to the knowledge the King has ofthe now 
State of the Grand Seignor's Afﬀairs and Provinces. This 
buſineſs of Yal:clins being adjuſted, before which nothing 
can be reſolved on, if his Holineſs finds a good Diſpoſition 


'in other Princes, His Majeſty will ever be ready to ſecond 


his good Intentions, and to promote them to the. utmoſt 
of his power. Ir is His Majeſty's Deſire, that the Honoupg 
of a Defgn ſo pious, and 16 full of Glory, ſhould be re-' 
ſervd to tie Heppineſs of this Pontificate 3 and thar, in 
order thereunto, ' His Holineſs wou!d be pleas'd to conti- 
nue his beſt Endeavours for the Pacification of the Troubles 
of 7taly, as wellas thoſe that are kindling in Germany; that 
the chief Princes of Chriſt-ndom, having no other Quarrels 
to d:cide, may be the better able to unite their Wills ang 
Fotces for this holy Enterprize} / -  \ - 
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His Majeſty 1s very ſenſible that none are ſo buſie on the 
Stage of the World, as the Spaxiards, in order to extend 
their Empire more and more ; which will not only be the 
Occafion of negleQing the Opportunities of this Chriſtian 
Proje&t, but alſo of uniting the Proteſtant Princes more 
ſtritly to oppoſe the Projets of the Houſe of Auſtria. 
And while this-Game laſts, the T#rk will have many fair 
Occaſions to improve it, to their Coſt and Shame ; and 
the Chriſt an; themſelves will pay the Faults of their Am- 
bition and Imprudence. * 

The Emperor having re-gain'd Boh:mia, which had been 
taken from him, ſeems to have more Cauſe to let his Arms 
reſt, in order to provide againſt this common Enemy, than 
to fatisfie the Paſſion of another, who leads him under his 
Authority to a Deſign which keeps him in Servitude him- 
felf, and makes him ſhare the publick Loſs. For here 1s 
Work cut out for a long time, unleſs the Parties will 
put an end to it themſelves; fince there is Reaſon to be- 
lieve that the King of Great Britain, with his Confederates, 
will not let his Son-in-Law periſh ; and that the >tates-Ge- 
nera] of the-United Provinces will neither be fo weax, nor 
ſo deſtitute of Friends, and of Aſſiſtance, as to fall ſo ſoon 
by the Efforts of the Arms of 'Spain. And in the mean 
time the great Occaſions of doing good, as to the general, 
ſlip away, Princes weaken each other by vexatious, bloo- 
dy Exerciſes ; thereby giving great Adyantages to a potent 
Enemy, who is only with-held by his Ignorance of onr 
Condition, or by the Hand of God, who, in his Mercy, 
has not yet given us over to his Wrath, But we have rea- 
ſon to fear, that the Continuance of this Misfortune will 
draw it upon us, as being too unworthy of his Favours, 


in not having made uſe of the fair Opportunities he had- 


given us, of making great Progreſſes againſt this Enemy, 
in theſe laſt Ages. "=_ = 
The ſaid Commandore is alſo to enquire of the Cardi- 
nals de Sourdis and Bentiveglio, on what Terms the Mar. 
riage propos'd between Spain and England ſtands at preſent, 
not to raiſe the leaſt Obſtacle againſt ir, His Majeſty ha- 
ving had ſeveral Occaſions fo te do; ſince he firſt was in- 
form'd of it, had he been ſo pleas'9, bur only ro give him 
a conſtant Account thereof; His Majeſty having no Inte- 
reſt in the matter, provided the Catholick Religion be 


thereby promoted 3 he preferring that Conſideration to all 


the Policies that can occurr upon this Account, though per- 
haps others would not deal with ſo mych Candonr —_— 
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him. But whereas, his Majeſty is of Opinion, that this 
propoſition of Alliance is only to gain time, and to im- 
prove occaſions on both fides, as it appears ſufficiently by 
all rheir proceedings in relation to the general affairs in 
which they are concern'd; ſo his Majeſty thinks fit not 
©o troub'e himſeltany further with it, bur ro refer it all to 
the Prudences and wile Confideration of his Bearirude. 

Who muſt needs be ſenſible, by the good Offices lately 
done at Fenite, for the reſtauration of the Jeſuits in their 
Demean, what care his Majeſty rakes to promote what- 
ever tends towards his Holineſs's ſarisfacttion, who has 
expreſs'd' a great deal of concern in this Aﬀair, as a 
thing tending to the ſervice of God, the honour of which 
might have been rais'd, had the Republick been pleas'd ro 
2d'rere to his Holineſs's and his Majeſty's good Councils 
and Salutery Remonſtrances. And though his Majeſty 
has ſome reaſon to be disfatisfy'd with the refuſal he hag 
incur*'d at his Holinefſes Intreaty, he having expos'd his 
Name and Dignity in this Buſineſs, contrary to his firſt 
Intentions; fore-ſeeing this reſiſtance trom the Seignory ; 
Nevertheleſs, 'in order r9 do well in all things, when- 
ever any reaſonable likelihood of ſucceſs ſhall appear in 
the iſſne of the ſaid. Recommendation, his Majeſty will 
freely undertake it a new : But at preſent his Majeſty is of 
Opinion, that it 1s proper to refer it to another Seaſon, 
when time ſhall have made the Y:nerians ſenſible of the fau't 
they have committed, and of the misfortunes which may 
_ in their State, by the Baniſhment of the ſaid Fa» 
Taers. . 

If his Holineſs ſhould pnt the ſaid Commandore upon 
the ſubje& of the Enterpriſe of G-2va, to which he has 
Jately invited his Majeſty by a perſon ſent on purpoſe, he 
15 to make hint ſenſible, according as it has already been 
freely declar'd to his Nuncio, and to Father Barnabice, 
ſent 'on purpoſe on thar fſubje&, that this would be 
direQly contrary to the deſign his Majeſty has propos'd to 
himſelf in this Kingdom, to remove the Opinion which 
ſome malicious perſons publiſh, that by the War he makes 
againſt his rebellious Subje&ts, he aims at their Religion, 
and not at the Faction, which would make them all Unite 
ag2in, not only in France, but thoſe of the ſame Se& our 
of th: Kingdom, who hitherto have oniy been Spetta- 
tors of this Tragedy, which the ſaid Revoiters have been 
the cauſe of, his Majeſty having all along told and fa- 
tixfy'd ther, that without reſpeQ to Religion he "_

attacks Diſobedience, and that if any of his Catholick 

SubjeCs ſhould lay aſide their Allegiance, he would uſe 

them in the ſame manner, for the good of the publick 

Peace, and for the ſecurity of his Authority. Had he con- 

ſented to this Enterprize againſt Geneva, theſe publick 

Cauſes failing, he would be at a loſs for rhe profecution 

of this projet, which is in ſuch forwardnefſs.. And there- 

fore when the faid Nuncio and the Miniſters of Savoy have 

prefſs'd him upon that affzir, they have found the ſolidiry 

of his Reaſons by his Anſwers, beſides the reaſons of State 

which his Majeſty does notalledge at this time, and which 

have always been he'd in great conſideration by the late 

King,his Father, when the ſaid Duke, as he has often done, 

has propog'd the ſaid deſign. Bur pollibly he has thought, 

that his Majeſty being imp'oy*d at home, could not fo ea+ 

fily divert him from the ſaid deſign, or that his Holineſs 

would have more power to perſuade him. 

If the Duke ſpeaks to the ſaid Commandore about it, he 

15 to make the ſame anfwer ro him, and that his Majeſty 
for theſe Reaſons, which have been known ro him hereto- 

fore, cannot agree to the ſaid Enterprize; and that when 
he has.purt a good order to his Affairs, according to his 
good beginning, it will then be more taſte for him to re- 
folve about it, and to confider of means to favour his 
Highneſſes deſigns, who at this time would do better tq 
Joyn with his Holineſs, to ſeek out and propoſe good ex- 
pedients to promote the advancement of his Majeſty's good 
deſign in his Kingdom ; the rather, becauſe the ſecurity of 
his Neighbours, and the Publick Peace, partly depends on 
the good Condition thereof, by the counterpoiſe every 
body knows his Majeſty's power keeps againſt other Kings 
and States, which might make attempts to the prejudice of 
the Common Liberty. | 


The ſaid Commandore is alſo to repreſent, that his Hos- , 


lineſs has good informations thereof :. his Majeſty's happy 
Progreſſcs the laſt Year, and the advantage he has gain'd by 
the reduQtion of upwards of Sixty Garritons ; his being re- 
ſolv'd to proſecute his Fortune a great deal farther, yer 
unleſs the ſaid Revolters ſubmit to their Dury of their 
own accord, on ſuch conditions and ſubmiſions as are re- 
quir'd from Subje&ts to Soveraigns. That he is perſuaded, 
that as God has been pleas'd hitherto to favour his Arms, 
he will ill affiſt him for the future, ſince he has no other 
end, but the maintaining of his Authority, and the pro- 
moting of Religion under the favour ot the Edits, Th 
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much as juſtice and their behaviour will permit him, be- 
ing now ready to march under the prote&ion of God, 
whom he jntreats his Holineſs to implore for him, as he 
has hitherto done, in order to proſecure the ſuccefs of his 
Juft and pious defign. And the ſaid Commandore is to 
rake care to acquaint his faid Holineſs with his Majeſty's 
Moral and Pious Life, a true example for his Age, to all 
other Kings. He affures himſelf that Gnd will grant the 
Vows and Prayers of his Holineſs, and of all his Majeſty's 
good Subje&s, thus following the paths of Honour and 

erfue; which gives hopes, beſides, that being ſeconded 
by his Holinefs's good Advice, he will daily fruftify for 
the better, and employ thoſe advantages beſtow'd on him 
by Providence, to the Honour of his Holy Nam@, and un- 
to the benefit of the Chriſtian Common-wealth. And it 
is highly important for the promotion of this good Work, 
thar it be favour'd, and that all the World may know that 
It was undertaken by the Authority of his Holineſs; his 
Predeceffors having loſt many favourable occaſions to ad- 
vance the publick good for want of fo doing. His Ma- 
jeſty expeQs from the Juſtice and Wiſdom of his Beati- 
tude, that making his profit of their Faults and Omiffions 
in what relates to him, he will be more careful of it, and

"Theſe things appear particularly in the Aﬀtions which 
are done in the ſight of all the World, and eſpecially in the 
promotions of Cardinals, in which ſome things having 
been wanting in his Predeceſſor, he hopes they will be re- 

air'd and mended by the Prudence and Goodneſs of his 
Holineſs, as indeed it would be, might the two Perſons 
heretofore recommend, wiz. the Biſhop of Luſſir, and the 
Archbiſhop of Lyons, be included in the ſame promotion, 
according to the requeſt already made to his Holineſs a- 
bout it in his Majeſty's Name, by the Cardinal ae Sourdis ; 
Bur the ſaid Commandore is zo otherwiſe to inſiſt upon it 
for fear of Engaging the King's Dignity too far again, in 
caſe of a refuſal, which is apparent enough, and that he 
will grant but one to his Majeſty in the next Promotion ; 
in which cafe he deſires it may be the ſaid Biſhop of Luſs 
ſor, to gratify the Queen his Mothers deſire, who behaves 


her {6{ fo well towards him,that he will be glad of any oc» 
| calions 
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caſions to pleaſure and oblige her. His Holineſs ſeems 
to be in ExpeRation of other Vacancies to favour Princes 
with ; if not, he muſt but ſlightly intreat him to advance 
the ſaid Promotion, in reſpe& to the affeQtion his Majeſty 
bears to the ſaid Queen, his Mother. | | 
The Marquiſs de Czuvres had orders gently to ſound the

nands about it. | 
Who wiſhes his Holineſs a long Pontificat, for the ad- 
vantage and honour of the Church of God, and the Pub- 
lick Good. - But whereas his Beatitude is of a pretty weak 
Conftitution, and like others ſubje& ro the Common Law, 
if any miſchance ſhould happen te his Perſon during the 
ſaid Commandore's reſidence at Rowe, in caſe he could nor 
have time to receive his Majeſty's more preciſe Orders on 
this Subje&, he thinks fit to acquaint him that he has no 
other deſire than to ſee that ſupreme Dignity ſupply*d by 
a Perſen, knewing in all things the Office and Duty of a 
common Father without any AﬀeCGion, Intereff, or Par- 
tiality, but for the common good of all and general Cen- 
cord.

when it ſhall happen the ſaid Commandore is to conſuls 
with the ſaid Cardinals and other Perſons, well affe&ed ro 
the ſervice of France, and he is to uſe ſuch care and di- 
ligence therein, to the utmoſt of his Power, as may ſhew 
that his Majeſty conſiders no intereſt therein, bur thar in 


which God and the pub'ick is goncern'd, Neverthelets, 
foreſee 
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foreſeeing vl Accidents, as much as in him lies, and in 
thoſe that ſerve the King, he is to proje& his deſign at a 
diſtance, and with ſecrecy, for it wou!d prove prejudicial

And whereas tho? it 1s uſual and expedient to mind the 
preſent, yet it would be imprudent to negle& the other 
parts, ſince His Majeſty has no other End or Intereſt, but 
the publick Good. Thetefore, as the ſaid Commandore, 
by his Conduft and Behaviour towards the Pope and Car- 
dinal Ludoviſfo, 1s, to give them all the Reaſon imaginable 
to commend His Majeſty's Intentions, and to make uſe of 
all Occaſiqns that may occurr ; ſo he is likewiſe, as much 
as Diſcrerpn and Intereſt will permit him, to manage rhe 
Good Will of Cardinal Borgheſe, and his FaQtion bur with 
To much Addreſs and Temper, that the preſent Govern- 
ment may take no Umbrage thereat ; in ſuch a manner ne- 
vertheleſs, that both he and his ſaid Faction may have rea- 
fon to hope His Majeſty's ProteQion and Favour in cafe 
of Need. | | __ 

His Majeſty's Ambaſſadors, and his Miniſters elſewhere, 
have always taken care of what relates to the Intereſts and 
Affairs of the. Religion of Maltha, who has had Recourſe 
to His Majeſty's Authority in time of need ; he having al- 
fo receiv*d ſeveral good Offices and Services from the pre- 
ſent Great Maſter, in Matters concerning his SubjeQs. 
Therefore His Majeſty enjoins him to continue his ſaid Af- 
fiſtance and Care for them, if needtu], His Majeſty being 
perſuaded that the ſaid Commandore, by his Profeſſion

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The King is very ſorry that the Penſons given to ſome 
Cardinals and Prelates at Rome, have not been paid betrer 
of late 3 which has been occaſion*d by the Tronbles of the 
Kingdom, and the immence Charge His Hajeſty has been 


at : But particuler Care will be taken for the future, for 


the Payment thereof; which the ſaid Commandore may 
give them full Affurances of, that they may have the ber- 
ter Encouragement and Reaſon to perſevere in the Aﬀe- 
Qion they expreſs for His Majeſty's Service, jn order to 
make uſe of it according as Occaſions ſhall offer them- 
ſelves. Cardinal Bentivoglio, as the Perfon in whom His 
Majeſty confides moſt, and who is well acquainted witte 
the Aﬀairs of Ree, and the AﬀeRQion of thoſe that eſpoule 
the Intereſts of Frazce, will give rhe ſaid Commandore a 
particular Account thereof, that he may reguſate himſzelf 
accordingly, and be able tq diſtinguiſh the one from the 
other.

As*this Embaſly has ever been look'd upon as the moſt 
honourable and moſt conſiderable, in reſpe& to his Maje- 
ſty*s Reputation and the wellfare of his Affairs ( as it is 
the firſt in Rank) fo his Majeſty is fully perſuaded that 
the ſaid Commandore's Condutt will produce Effe&s re- 
ſulting to the Grandeur of his Royal Name, the Publick 
Good, and his Holinefſes Satisfa&ion, by his deportment, 
which he is to make as acceptable as can be, preſerving 
what is due to his Majeſty's Dignity, that he may have 
as much cauſe to commend the ſaid Commandore's Ser- 
vices, as the choice he has made of his Perſon, for the 
knowledge he has of his paſt Aﬀtions, and to reward him 
for the ſame to his Satisfa&tion, 4p

"HERE is no account to be given of the Treatment 
* Cardinals receive in all other Kingdoms,where Kings 
| wh them the Precedency before all others whatever. 
ut France having peculiar Laws to which it 1s reaſonable 
to ſubmir, they pretend to no more there than what they 
have had for the time paſt; and I am perſuaded that the 
World will commend their Modeſty, it they conſider that 
they freely ſuffer ſome diminution of the firſt rank they 
have had, out of reſpe& to the Blood of their Majeſtys. 

In the Year 1467. at the Eſtates of Tours, Cardinal Balue 
was ſeated on the King's Right Hand, and Rene, King 'of 
S:silly, Prince of the Blood on the left. 

In 1493. du Tillet Reports, That the King fitting- in his 
Parliament, the Cardinal of Lyonr, was ſeated immediately 
aſter the Dukes of Orleans and of Burgundy, the King's Bro« 
thers and after him the Counts @* Angoulejme and de Mont- 
pencier, Princes of the Blood. 

The Poſleflion of this Rank has been ſo clear, that 4: 
Tilet ſays in expreſs Terms, that the Quality of a Cardinal 
is fuch, that he preceeds all the Princes of che Blood, af- 
ter the ſecond Pertion. 

Fhe firſt conteſt between the Princes of the Blood and 
the Cardinals, happen'd under Charles the gth. not between 
a Jay Prince of rhe Blood,but between the Cardinal of Bour- 
* bon and the Cardinal of Lain, The Cardinal of Lorrain 
was the moſt Ancient, and was ſeated in the Council a- 
bove the other, without any Conteſtation. They be- 
came Enemics, and 1t was fear'd that the Princes of the 
Houſe of Lo-a/u wou'd become too great in the State, 
Thecefose in order to Temper and Humble the ſaid Houle, 
the precedence was given to the Cardinal of Bourbor, after 
bis having declai'd that he only pretended that Rank a

Blood have in the State above others, 
Since thar time, there have been diſputes ſometimes be- 


tween the Princes of the Blood and the Cardinals in the

It 1s moſt certain, that all the Members of the King's 
Council keep their.Rank according to the Digniry by which 
they poſſeſs that Place. Since then Cardinals, in all p'a- 
ces, precede thoſe who at this time diſpute the Precedence 
with them 1n the Council, undoubtly their Pretenſion 1s 
unjuſt. 

The Cardinals have always had a free Entrance into the 
King's Council, with the Rank due to their Dignity : And 
thoſe who are acquainted with Hiſtory, cannot be 1gno- 
rant; that it 1s not ſo with Chancellors, who have only been 
2dmitted there ſince a certain Time. — 

None of the Chancellors before Monſieur 7? Sill-ry, were 
ever admitted to the Secret Council, or to that of the Di- 
reCtion of the Finances, And the Ancients of the Council 
know, and can teſtifie, that Mefſieurs Je Chiverny and de 
Belliewyre were not of the Council of the ſaid Aﬀairs, nor of 
the Finances, unleſs when, on ſome extraordinary Occaſions, 
the late King ſent for them thither. 

To what End ſhould an Innovation be made in a moſt 
Chriſtian Kingdom, under a moſt Juſt, and moſt Pious 
King, contrary to what has already been adjudg*d. AnlIn- 
novation to the prejudice of the Church, of which he is the 
Eideſt Son and that only to fatisfie the Pallion of one par- 
ticutar Perſon. 

If the thing in queſtion were, to diſpute a Point, in 
which neither of the Parties contending had any Righr, 
the Cardinals then ought to be preferr'd : How then can 
that be difputed, which they are in potie{iton of 3 and 
they be deprivid of that which belongs to them, ro 
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give it to thoſe who have no Title to it, but their Pre. 


tenſon ? 

_ Tf that Overture were receiv'd, one might hencefor-

If any particular Conſiderations, as, the Abun:lance of 
the Enemies Proviſions, and the Diffici: ities of getting chem 
for the two Armies in ConjunCGtion, itould prevent fuch a 
Deſign, His Majeſty's Opinion.is, That the only Remedy 
would be, to march dire&ly into the Heart of the Coun-

for this Reaſon, 'ſhat beſides the attacking the Enemies 
chief Cities, by this Means their Forces, being oblig'd to 
march to their Aſſiſtance, will hardly be able to avoid a 
Combar.

I $ Majeſty receiv'd divers Informations heretofore, 

thas the Spaniaras had ſome deſign UPOR Cazal ; bus 

he conld hardly have been perſuaded, that it was with 

the Participation of the Princeſs of Mantua ; whoſe intereſt 

vas ſo conſiderable in France, that there was reaſon to be- 

leve; that though-her heart was not well znchn'd for the 

King's Service,. at leaſt ſhe oughr to have diflembled it, 

to oblize His Majeſty to be favourable to. her, and to the 
Duke her Son.in their Afﬀairs. 

Though this Princeſs's 11] defigns are ſufficiently juſti- 
fy*d by the Depoſitions cf Gajss and Moxte:ls,, which the 
$aid Ambaſſador has taken very opportunely ; bis Majefty 
15 nevertheleſs of Opinion, that it is not fit as yet to pube 
Hl them ſuch as they are, nor to ſhew. his Reſentment 
againſt her; becauſe His Majeſty is able to do his Buſineſs 
without it, and that it 35 necellary before, if poſſible, to 
»1duce the Republick of Yenice to ſecure Maiitua, as he 
has done Caza!, His Majeſty. commends the care and di- 
 ligence us'd by the faid, Cardinal and his Ambafiador in thats 
atfam,. and deſires them ts continue thew ſaidgeare in 
keeping a ſtrickt Eye over the faid City,. the confequence 
whereof is ſufficiently known te: them.

and to that end he has ſent two Commulſſions, rhe one di-

Chaſtillon was forc'd to raiſe 
the Siege of St. Omers, Monſieur de la Force and he 
ſent the Sieur Pxgan ro the King, to acquaint him that it 
was abſolutely neceſfary to raiſe the ſaid Siege, and that 
they were both of Opinion, at their removal from thence 
ro beſtege Heſain. , 
' The King according to this Advice ſent them word, 
that ſince they could do no better, he did adhere to their 
Propoſition ; and in order to enable them the better to put: 
it in Execution, he refolv'd to advance as far as Amiens. 
' Saiigny came to the King at .4niens, ſent by thoſe Gen- 
tlemen to acquaint his Majeſty that they were ſtill of Opi- 
nion that it was fit to beſtege ſome place, but only, they 
were in doubt whither ir ſhould be Hesdin or Jrras, = 
His Majeſty's Opinion was that Arras requir'd too largs 
a Circumvallation. for the return of an Army, and 'thax 
there was too much difliculty to carry Proviſions thither ;

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The Queſtion is now, What is moſt proper to be done ; 
equally weighing the Conſiderations which may induce 
to do ſomething, and thoſe that may hinder it ; as wellas 
the preſent State of His Majeſty's Forces.

In caſe they come up dire&ly to ns, when the new For- 
ces they expeCt are join'd with-them, the Body of Men 
commanded by Mareſchal de Brcz:, not being far from us, 
joining our Army in caſe of need, we ſhall be able ro 
maintain the Siege againſt all the Forces thar can fajl up- 
ous; and to guard the Frontier of P:icaray, as far as it 
extends, from Calais to Peronne. 

But if the Enemies ſhould attempt a Diverſion at a 
greater diſtance, drawing towards Guiſc, or father towards 
the Frontier of ”hampagne, T am of Opinion, that it will 
be neceſlary to detach an Army ſufficicnt'y conſiderable to 
oppoie the Deſigns of the Enemies. 

In ſuch a Caſe, a Detachment might be made of half the 
Horſe of the Mareſchal ade 1a Force's Army, as well as of 
that under my Command, to join with the Mareſchal az 
Brezz ; which, together with his Foot, may compoſe an 
Army. conliderable enough to obſerve the Enemies Motions 
along the Frontier, being favour'd by the chief Towns, 
which will eaſily furniſh him with all things neceflary. 

Thus the General who ſhall command that Army, may 
eaſily hinder the Enemies from forming any contiderable 
Siege ; or from entring into Champagne, to make any con» 
ſiderable Spoil there. | 

* Some Regiments of Foot, that have been ſent under the 
Condu& of Monſieur de B:Y:fonds, may re-inforce the Ar- 
my going into thoſe Parts. 

It ſeems to me, by this means, that-all things may be 
provided for, and the Stege propos'd, carry'd on: In which, 
after the Circumvallation 1s made, 12coo Foot and 2000 
Horſe effe&ive muſt be employ'd, and encamp'd within 
our Lines and Quarters. 

We muſt make two different Approzches, the Guard of 
each conſiſting of 1500 Men, conſidering the Force of the

We daily find our Armies weaken'd by Diſtempers ;

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Provided this be done, IT am of Opinion, that this De- 
ſign may be undertaken. 

If His Majeſty does me the Honour to employ me alone 
xt, or with ſuch a Collegue as he ſhall think fir to chuſe, 
-I will uſe my utmoſt Care, Induſtry and Pains, to per- 
form it. 

But as to anſwer for the Events which may happen by 
Accidents unforeſeen, I do not think thar any General, ha- 
ving the leaſt Experience, would undertake to command 
on ſuch Conditions. 

The King, who is very skilful in our Trade ; and His 
Eminency, who is very clear-ſighted in all things, will 
eaſily reſolve, with the Advice of thoſe that are abour His 
Mizjeſty, upon what is fit to be undertaken, without lo- 
Lng Time ; and I will always boldly and faithfully execute 
whatever I am commanded,

Inftruftions for the Baron d Oyſenville. 


; ' \HE King having receiv'd Notice of the Duke of 


WW:ymar's Death, and being deſirous to provide for 
all things relating to his Service, and the Advantage ef 
the common Cauſe, upon an Accident ſo unexpeCted, and 
of ſich Conſequence, His Majeſty has thought fit to dil- 
patch unto Count Guebriant, Mareſchal of kis Camps and 
Armies, commanding his Forces under the ſaid Duke's 
Command, a truſty Perſon, well inſtruted with his Inten- 
tions on this Subje&; and to that end, he has choſen the 
Baron 4 0y/onv:4c, Captain of a Troop of Chevaux Leyers, 
1n his Sereice. | 

The ſaid Oyſonvil: is to repair with all ſpeed to the ſaid 
Count Guebriant; and is to know, that the chief End of 
his Journey, is, to fix and ſecure thoſe Forces into His Ma- 
3eſty's Service, which were commanded by the ſaid Duke 
of W-ymar, under His Majeſty's Authority and Pay ; and 
the Places by him conquer'd. 

As to what relates to the Forces, I am willing thatdhe ſaid 
Guebriant and Oyſonville ſhould offer to all the Colonels, both 
of Horſe and Foot, the ſame Treatment they did receive 
from the aforeſaid Duke of Weymar ; and moreover, a Pen- 


dion of 6000 Livres apiece. 
: And 
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And to make them the more ſenſible that His Majeſty is 
defirous to keep them for ever in his Service, his Goodneſs 
is ſuch, thar he is willing to ſecure them Revenues in France 
upon his Demeſnes, for ever. 

His Majeſty does not particularly prefcribe to the faid 
Count Guebriant, what Revenue he is willing co give upon 
his Demeſne, to eaclnof the ſaid £olonels, becauſe it is fir 
for him and the ſaid Baron d*03/o0:0//e ro diſcover their Pre- 
tenſions, and the Capacity of each of them; there being 
ſome who deſerve more. than others. His Majefty is of 
Opinion, that the Counts of Naſſaw and Ohems, asalſo Co- 
Jonel Scheumbee, will deſerve 12000 Livres a Year upon his 
Demefne apiece : and that the reft may be allow'd, ſome 
fix, ſome 8000 Livres Revenue, more or lefs, according 
as the ſaid Count and Baron ſhall think fir upon the pace. . 

Aſter having agreed with "the ſaid Colonels, about the 
Conditions oa which they are to remain in His Majeſty's 
Service, at the time they are paid, an Oath muſt be admi- 
niſter'd to them, to ſerve His Majeſty well and fairhfully, 
towards and againft all. | 

As to the Sieur a'Erlach, when he was here, he declar'd 
openly to Mcſſieurs de Bullion,Chawvigny and ae Noyers, thot in 
caſe the ſaid Duke ſhould be raken off, he would rather die, 
than fail to keep' his Government for His Majeſty's Service. 
Moreover, the Anſwer the ſaid Duke made to the Articles 
fent to the ſaid Connt Guetrianr, after the Negotiation 
made by the ſaid Erlach, with His Majeſty, in the faid 
Duke's Name, ſays in expreſs Terms, ſpeaking of Briſac, 
and the other Garifons kept by the faid Duke, what fol- 
foweth : I caſe of | His Highneſs*s Death or Impriſonment, he aſ<- 
ſures His Majeſty, that he will ord:r Matters ſo, and take ſuch 
Care of the aforeſaid Places, that his Succeſſors, or Commanatrs, 
fhall give His Majeſty the ſame Satizfaftion he can expel to re« 
ceive, and does attualty receive from His Highneſs himſelf. 

Afeer having affur'd the ſaid £rlach of His Majeſty's Con- 
dence in, and AﬀeQion towards him, 1t will be neceffary, 
before any Propoſitions are made to him, to know which he 
had rather do, either immediately ro deliver the Town and 
Fortreſs of Briſac into the King's Hands, receiving a fair Re- 
ward ; or to take a freſh Commiſſion from His Majeſty, to

And 
in order to ſecure him a J:velihood after the Peace, his 
Majeſty allows the faid Count and Baron to make him a 
Promile in his Name, of the like Summ of 18000 Livers 
revenue on his Demeſne, which he ſhall enter in poſicflion 
of after the Concluſion of the Peace . | 

Tf the faid Sicur d* Eri:ch is willing to keep the Govern 
ment of the ſaid Place, reaſon, and his own ſecurity require, 
his receiving ſo conſiderable a number of French Men, into 
his ſaid Garriſon, that in caſe he ſhould infortunately be 
ſurpriz'd by Death, like the aforeſaid Duke, a Lieurenant 
that is to be ſettled under him, and ſecur'd ro his Majeſty 
Jike himſelf, might be able to ſecure the ſaid place for his 
Majeſty. And in that caſe the ſaid Count Guebriant and 
he are to agree about a Lieutenant, in whom his Majeſty 
may confide, and if poſſible a Frenchman, choſen by the 
faid Count; as alſo to put a good Frinch Garriſon into it

To avoid the difficulties and diſturbances that might as 
riſe about the adjuſting of this ſecond propoſition, in caſe

caſe deſigns to make Governour thereof; he allows the 
Taid Count and Oyſonwille to grant him, if it cannot be 
done otherwiſe, as far as 200000 Livers to be paid to him irs 
ready Money.

T he ſaid Count Guebriant 1s alſo to treat with the Govers

Þ would he uſeleſs in this place, to relate the Orders 
RE given us by our Inſtruftions, as well as the Delays ac- 
cafion'd by the DireQors and Officers of the Forces of His 
late Highneſs of Weymar, before we could fo much as en= 
ter into Conference with them ; by reaſon that His Emi- 
nency and Monſieur ae Noyers ate fully inform'd of both, 
by the Miniſters of the ſaid Inſtructions, and by the Let- 
ters we have written upon that Subje&. Therefore there 
now remains only to give an Account of aur Negotia- 
tion, which hitherto has mer with all manner of Croſſes, 
by the Diverſity of the Minds of thoſe we were to treat 
with' There is no Article, on which we have not mer 
with Difhculties; either by their requiring too many Mus 
ſters, and Payments ; or under pretence of the Intereſt of 
their Honour, which hitherto has been urg'd againſt us 
more than any thing elſe ; whatever Reaſons ar ; nn, 
of His late Highnefs we could alledge to them. Which 
Examples and Treaties, all, excepting only Major-Gene- 
' ral E-/ach, pretended to be ignorant of 3 ſaying, That His 
Highneſs could not oblige them to obſerve the Conditions 
mention'd by his ſecret Treaty, as being abſolutely con- 
rrary to the Alliance of the Confederate Princes. So that 
being oblig'd to aft upon theſe Foundations, we have been 
forc'd to re-eſtabliſh them by degrees, by Anſwers to thei; 
Propolitions, by Articles upon our Anſwers to their Pro- 
poſitions, and by chuſing and fitting of Words, in order 
to find a Medium to pleaſe eyery body. The: Authority 
of our General being ſettÞ'd, we proceeded to an Agree- 
ment about the Muſters ; of which, they demanded Six ar | 
firſt, and then Four. - We have ſhewn them the vaſt diffe= 
rence between their Demand of Six Muſters, and the Pro- 
poſition made in their Name, by Colonel Fierſchin ; and 
that His Majeſty had been pleas'd to grant them the ſame 
Summs he ajlow'd His late Highneſs. -They have endea- 
vour'd to convince us, that it coft His Highneſs inore for 
their Maintenance, than he receiv'd from His Majeſty : 
Jn a Word; they told us, that if Colonel Herſchin had 
a:k'd no more than 800000 Crowns, they did gdifown him j 
| | an 
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and concluded for the aforeſaid Six Muſters, or a Million 
of Gold yearly ; payable ar Ba/te, in weighty Piſtoles, at 
io Livres each; and yet no one among them would ob- 
lige himſelf, for. the Million of Gold, tro maintain a cer- 
rain Number of Forces. Whereyupon, we have been forc'd 
to alledge the Tnconveniencies mention'd in our Inftru- 
tions ; into which we ſhould infallibly fall, in caſe we 
ſhould oblige His Majeſty to pay a certain Summ, as he 
had agreed with His late Highneſs : And that, for thoſe 
Reafons, it were better to ſtick to the Mufters, of which 
we offer'd them Three yearly, and that His Majefty 
fhould take all the other Expences upon himſelf; as, Pro- 
viſions, Artillery, Ammunitions, Works, &c. which, by 
their own Calculation, would exceed the $coo000 Crowns ; 
by reaſon that they reckon every one of their Muſters to 
amount to near 200000 /Rix-Dollers, which, for the Three, 
would be near 600008: Crowns ; belides Ammunition- 
Bread, the Artillery, and other Expences, which would 
excecd the 200000 Crowns. Notwithſtanding which Rea- 
ſons, we have been oblig'd to riſe up to Three Muſters 
and an half; of which, the Haff-Muſter is to ferve for 
Recruits, to free the King from the like Demands for the 
furure. The Number of the Mufters being agreed on, we 
did proceed to account for the Time paſt : Upon which, 
all we have been able to do, has been, ro oblige them to 
employ one half of it to remount their Troopers, and to 
x&-inforce their Men. We have alſo regulated the Pay- 
ment of the Firſt Muſter, at the end of December nexr 
coming ; Which, according to His Highneſs's Treaty, 


would have fallen on the 15th of Nowember, fix Weeks 


ſooner. Many other Incideats have interven'd, upon: 
which there have been divers Conteftations, which we 
have been oblig'd to overcome by degrees. That which 
remains at preſent ro conclude, is, the Point of the Gart- 
ſons, contain'd in the two laſt Articles. Ar firſt they al- 
ledg'd, That all their Recompence did confiſt in thoſe Pla» 
ces, as well as the Re-mburſment of an infinite Number 
of Muſfters, due to them by. His Iate Highneſs : Beſides, 
That their Honour and Confcience did engage them not 
to part with them, and to keep them for the Good of the 
common Cauſe. We have endeavour'd to perſuade them, 
That che Preſervation of rhoſe Places only concern'd ſpch 
particular Perſons as were Governors of them : That the 
Generality, of the Army deriv'd no- Advantage by them; and 
bar for that Reaſon chey ought to fatisfie Flis _ 
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and deliver them into his Hands, to eſtabliſh Governors 
there : That otherwiſe, we had Jabour'd long 1n vain for 
the compoſing of. all rhat is aboveſaid. Upon this Point, 
they deſir'd to have our Intentions in Writing ; which we 
ſent to them in this manner : That the conquer'd Places 
ſhould be deliver'd into His Majeſty's Hands, for him to 
ſettle ſuch Governors there ,as he ſhould think fit ; as alſo, 
co put French and German Gariſons there, according to His 
Highneſs's laſt Will and Teſtament. . Having ſent this Ar. 
ticle to Major-General Erlach, he ſent jus word, that it was 
neceſſary to communicate it to, the whole Army : That 
Colonel Oh:m, who was going back.to his Quarters, would 
take that Care upon him ; And that. after that, he would ac+ 
quaint us with their Reſolutions. - Five or ſix Days paſs'd 
without any News; during which, we did not fail to preſs 
the ſaid Erlach ; and he, to make perperual Complaints of 
the Delays of the March of the French Forces ; which, he 
ſaid, put a full Stop to the Concluſion of, our Buſineſs. 
Finally, Having receiv'd Orders. tro make the Army; 
Commanded by Monſieur du Haier advance; and at the 
ſame time, Letters from the ſaid du Halier, giving an Ac- 
count of the March of kis Forces ; we gave him ah Ac» 
count thereof : Upon which, he took Occaſion the very 
next Day to write to the Officers of the Army, that it was 
time to aſſemble again : And we were glad to have the AG 
ſembly kept at Co/mar, to the end that the Duke of Longue= 
wville's Preſence might advance it. During the firſt Days of 
_ our Conference, renew'd at Colmar, we were oblig*d to bes 
gin all almoſt de Nova again. They increas'd their De- 
mands; and we drew the inclos'd Articles, as if nothing 
had been ſpoken of till then. In Anſwer to our Article 
concerning the -Gariſons, they ſent us word at fitſt, by 
two Deputies from among them, That all the Gariſons 
ſhould remain in the Power of the Body of the .Army ; 
and that they would provide ſuch Governors and Gariſons 
for them as they ſhould think fit, excepting only Briſac ; 
in which the King ſhould be allow'd to put a thud part 
of French-men, becauſe His Majeſty, by a Re-inforcement 
of Men, had contributed towards the Taking of it: And 
the ſaid Deputies added; That it was the laſt Reſolution of 
their Afſembly 3 refuſing even to hear our Reaſons ; which, 
nevertheleſs, we made them hear ar Jaſt, in a very ample 
manner, without being able any wiſe to alter their Minds, 
This oblig'd us,in order not to breakwith them;to tell them, 
1 hat our Inſtru&ions did not authorize ns to grant their 
| | Demands ; 
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Demands : That it was neceſſary that they and we ſhould 
nd to the King, to know his Intenſions ; Thar, in the 
mean time, to ſhew them in what good Union we delir'd 
to live with them, the Duke of Longueviie was ready to 
Join his Forces with rhoſe of His Jate Highneſs of W:ymar, 
in order to march together towards the County of Burgur- 
ay, and not to paſs the Rhine, ſince we were certain that 
His Majeſty would never reſolve to do it, withour being 


Maſter of B-:/ac. This ſtarti'd -the Deputies; who were 


in hopes, that while the Article of the Garifons was in 
debate, we would help them to take their Winter-Quar- 
ters, which cannot be good without paſſing the Rhine. 
Nevertheleſs, being parted thus, ar Night Count G#uebriant 
met Major-General £r/ach, who came from the Duke 
Longueville ; with whom having had ſome Diſcourſe, they 
renew d a Conference for the next Day ; in which the Pro- 
Poſition of the Gariſons was ſomething ſoften'd ; he giv 
ing us to underſtand, that the Choice of the Governors 
ſhould be referr'd to the King, provided he took them out 
of the Geyman Body ; and that they were willing that one 


half of the Gariſons of Briſac and Friburg ſhould be French. 
We told him, That this would put too great a Check up- 


on the Kisg's Liberty, in obliging him to put none bur: 
German Governots into the faid Gariſons : That we were 
of Opinion, that he would ſooner chufe them, than French 
2727 ;1 but that it ought to be without Conſtraint, He 
withdrew diſ-fatisfy*d, withour exprefling it ; and imme- 
diately after Dinner, took Coach, and return'd to Br:ſac. 
All the other Officers and Colonels return'd in the ſame 
manner to their Quarters, leaving only the Auditor-Gene= 
ral behind, to deſire us to fix our Reſolution : With whom, 
aftor ſeveral Debates, we drew the Article concerning the 
ſaid Gariſons, as it is ſtated ; and put it into his hands, to 
confer abour it with the Colonels. He ſent'it to Coloiel 
Ohem, and came the next Day to Briſac 3 where 

* Irepair'd alſo,to convoy the Wheat that came _ * Monſieur 
from Baſil. T'wo Hours after my Arrival, the de Choiſy. 
. Genetal-Major, and the Governor of Rh:infeld 

came toſee me. We examin'g all the Articles we ſend you; 
Upon whick he alledg'd no Difficulties, excepting that rela- 
ting to the Gariſons. Finding at the very beginning of the 
faid Article, that a Sub-Gevernor was menrion'd, he ſaid, 
Thar he would have none ; agd the Governor of Rhcinfcld 


faid the ſame thing : In the nexr place,That he was of Oft- * 


nion, the Army would perſiſt in defiring an Alſyrance 
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from the King, that he would put no Governor into By; 
fac and Friburg, but ſuch as ſhould be drawn out of the 
German Body. : and that the Governors would take no other 
Oath, than to keep the faid Pjaces for the King's and 
Confederate Princes Service; and never to deliver them 
to any body, without the King's Leave. I told him the 
Reaſons which would hinder the King always from con- 
fenting to it in this manner : To which I had no other 
Anſwer, but That it was his Opnion, that we ſhould ne- 
ver obtain what we deſir'd in this Point. And, 1n prij- 
vate, he told me the Obftinacy he had found in all the Of- 
Acers, on that Subje& : That, for his part, he diſcharg*d 
himſelf of it, and could not anſwer for the Sequel. With- 
in half an Hour afterwards he ſent me word, that he had 
Juſt receiv'd a Letter from the Crown of $ucd:n, direfted 
to the Dice&ors, by which they were deſfir'd to remember 
that the Army belong*'d to the ſaid Crown. This oblig*d. 
me to write that very Night to Meffieurs de Guebrians and 
LPOyſerville, to acquaint them with all thoſe Difhculties, 
and the Reaſons I had to conclude as advantageouſly as 
was poſſible. Two Hours after the Receipt of my Letter, 
and their having conferr'd with the Duke of Longuevitle, 
riey repair'd hither ; where it was their Opinion that I 
ſhould wait on Major-General Erlach, to tell him ablo- 
tutely, that we could not go beyond what we had granted 
by the laſt Articles ; that our Power was at an end ; and 


. that if the Army was not fatisfyd with it, it was fit 'to 


ſend to the King again. He repeated with much Diſquier, 
a5 I thoughr, that ir behov'd us tro take care Teſt Things 
ſhou'd take an ill Biaſs before the Return of the Courier 
we ſhould fend ; and that afterwards we. ſhould fall into 
the Proverb, Such refiſe, wit afterwards mnje. T repeat the 
ſame Words to you : Upon which, I prefs'd him to tel 
me what great Reaſon there was to doubt. I ask'd him if 
he had any Notice of ſome other Treaty, to the prejudice 
of ours : Wherher he was afraid of any Treaſon in the Ar- 
r3y, or in the Governors. He could alledge none to me ; 
but that the Army was abſolutely rninf'd, in cafc it remain'd 
fome Days longer without marching. After having felt 
his Pyiſe, he made great Complaints to me againſt Colo- 
nel Fo ſchia; even lo far, that he look'd very coldly on 
him fi:ce his Return from Colmar : That he was a Man 
that had receivid 800 Piſtoles for a Gratification 3 for 
which he thought himſelf bur Jitrie oblig'd. Wicreupon, 
i reply* to him, that ir behov'd him to take care, Jeit he 

| WELE 
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were turn'd out of his Government : That it would be a 
great Aﬀront to him : Thar he knew what we had offer'd 
to him, what Engag-ments he had made ro the Courst : 
Thar 1t behov'd him only to ſpeak; and that he ſhonid 
nor want a ſuflicient Aſſiſtance. This produc'd no Con- 
c'ulion, and thus we patted ; he faying, that we ſhould 
tary tor the Anſwer of Colonel Ohem, and the other. Offi- 
cers, abour the Articles of the ſaid Places. I acquainted 
Mcfheurs de Guebriant and 4Opſonville with this Converſa- 
tion : We weightd all the Reaſons' on both ſides, confi- 
der'd the Hardſhips of the Treaty they would impoſe on 
the King ; as alſo, the hazard we ſhould run, if, in delay- 
ing, the Army ſhouid chance to take another Parry, and 
the Garifons find Means to ſ{ubſiſt without us 3 as they 
might do for a while, if having' each Whezt enough aj- 
moſt for a whole Year, at leaſt, for the moſt contiderable ; 
all the Colonels following the Advice of the Sued:jb Reſj- 
dent, ſhould make a Reſolution ro join their Forces to 
thoſe of Koning ſmark, a Suede : From whence 1t would iol- 
low, that the Crown of Sueden, in purſuance of the Trea- 
ty made with His Majeſty, would oblige him to fend ans 
other Army into Ger»2any 3 or would take an Occaiion to 
inake a Peace with the Emperor, without. cur Leave. T 
am ſenſible that this Expedient, propos*d by the Relident 
of Suzden, is not the moſt advantageous for taofe Forces ; 
by reaſon that, in rhe fiſt place, before their Conjunaton, 
they are necefiitared to crols a large Country belonging to 
the Enemy ; where they would be in danger of a, Detcat : 
Beſides, thar ar tne time of their quitting theſe Quaiters, 
all the Officers would be oblis*'d to break their Equipages, 
ro mount their Infantry ; which 1s a thing, &:zz4% wor'd 
hardly refoive upon. Moreover, Iam of Opinion, thae 
they are'\nor over-fond of the Sueazjh Command ; that on 
rhar ſide they can draw no Money irom them ; any rat, 


fince they are fo loth ro receive the abloiute Commancs of 


a potent King,. they will much more unwiliogly lvl mr 
(0 thoſe of Ky: frrnrr, who is but a Co:one!, NKE Ti ite 
ſelves. Propoiitions have alio becn made tw them to Care 
ton themieives jn this Country, aid to make = RepuD.1-k 3 
which is a mere Chimera : But we have to dzal with fuck 
unreaſonable gn, thar nor bang copatie to KROW their 
own Good,they may chance to Le hurry'd away, IouUgWins 
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Their Propoſitions about the Gariſons, to declare unto 
| Them, that we had no power to grant what they deſir'd ; 
and that it was necef{ary to ſend a Deputation to the King, 
The reſt conſider'd, that though, in effeQ, their Inſtry- 
&ions obligd them ro ſecure the Army in the moſt dire& 
manner, in the King's Service, according to the ſecret 
Treaty of His late Highneſs ; and that, by another Ar- 
ticle of the ſaid InſtraCttions, it is expreſly provided, that 
in cafe any Difficulties ſhould ariſe on the part of the Go- 
vernors of the Places, and Officers of the Army, about 
the Taking of the Oath purely and ſimply to the King ; 
and that they ſhould be deſfirxons to add, that they will 
keep the ſaid Garifons for the King's Service, and the Good 
of the common Cauſe ; they muſt be made ſenſible, how 
the {aid Duke himfelf, by the ſecret Article, acknowledg'd 
none but the King : And that Reaſon does not allow their 
doing Jefs in this, than he. Which are Words that en- 
engage the Deputies to ſuit, as much as can be, their Ne- 
gotiation to His Majeſty's entire Satisfaftion ; bur yet do 
not deciiively expreſs, that for want of that, the King wall 
hearken'to no manner of Treaty. Seeing moreover, thar 
by all the Letters we have receiv'd from His Majeſty, and 
Monſfteur de Noyers, ſince the Beginning of our Negotia- 
_ tion, we are always injoin'd not to break it off : And that 
by a Thud Inſtruttion, ſent to us upon the Propoſitions 
of Colonel Flerſchin, when Mention is made of the Oath 
to be taken by the Governors of Places, it is ſaid in expreſs 
Words. Although ' His Majeſty has wery clearly acquainted the 
f2:d Dep'ice, by their Inſtruttions, in what manncr he is of Opi- 
nicm that the Coverners onght to take their Oath of Fidelity. 
Which Exprefſion, He is of Opinion, ſhews, that His Ma- 
Jeſty refers it to us, to compole all things as advantageouſ- 
ly as is poſſible, for his Service. After all ; Wherher our 
Inſtructions do not bind us fo faſt, bur that we may go 
b-yond the Words of the Oath, therein fer down ; or 
wizerher we may not exceed rhem, withour endangering 
our Heads; conſidering all the Accidents above-noted, 
and annther which is moſt certain, Thar in ſending to the 
Court without a Conclufion, we muſt paſs at leaft a Fort- 
ni2hr longer, before we can receive Orders ; and that at- 
ter the Reccigr of rhoſe Orders, we muſt ſpend {even or 
eight Pays longer to aflembie the Officers again, and az 
much ro make the Preparations of our Departure : Thar 
2j] this time would lead us very far into Nevcrriver, and de» 
prive us of the Meang of taking our Winter-(Quarters ; 
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aad conſequently, that this Army would be infallib!Y 


ruin'd, gr we forc'd to lodge them in F-ce z confiderins 
alſo, that it 15 better to take ſome Poſſeſſion of what w®. 
deſire, than to have none at all : That by the Means 6 
the half French Gariſon in Briſac, Matters being well or- 
der'd, the Ring will alwavs be Maſter of it, according to 
his Pleafure ; and that, in caſe of Neceſſity, it were better 
to venture the Loſs of the Army, to gain it. I had rather, 
being able to defend my ſelf with good Reaſons, run the 
hazard of being diſown*d, and of loſing my Lite, than to 
ſurvive the Reproach which the King, His Eminence, and 
all France, mighr uphraid me with, in caſe the Forces of the 
fate Duke of W:ym.ar, and the Town of Br//zr, the mott 
important in all E:ropz, ſhould paſs into any Hands belides 
the King's. Founded upon thefz Reaſons, my Opinion is, 
That if thoſe we are to treat with, will not ſubmit to our 
Terms, we muſt agree to theirs; ſend our French Gariſfon 
into Briſae, with ſome choſen Officers; and march with 
the Army. Count Guebriart is of the ſame Opinion 3 buc 
Baron 4"Oyſenvile's Sentiments are: different from ours ; . 
perhaps they are better. While the aforeſaid Colonel's An- 
{wer was expeGted, the ſaid Count and Baron thought fit 
to-ſend me to Colmar, to give the Duke of Longucuiile an 
Account of all thoſe Tranfa&ions, and to receive nis Or- 
ders, which T1 found to be very different from Monſieur 
Guebriant's Opinion, and mine. Nevertheleſs, having 
made him ſenſible of thz Importance of the Preferve- 
tion of that Army ; and that it would infallibly pe- 
riſh, if we ſhould tarry for new Orders from the Court ; 
he told me, that he would agree; and that, inſtead of 
marching with the Forces towards the County of Bur- 
gundy, as it had been propos'd, he would make no diffi- 
culty of joining immediately with the German Lody, and 
£9 up the Rhine again, towards Landaw, Guerin/mn and Spire, 
to make himſelf Maſter of them, and to be in a Condition 
to paſs the Rhine, to take Winter- Quarters in- the Lower Prin 
latinate, as ſoon 25 the Oath was agreed on. - The Duks of 
Longueville added moreover, that by his Advice we might 
agree in all things except the Oath; Thar it would be ne- 
ceſlary, before our joining, to ſend halt the French Gart- 
ſon into Briſac; and, in order to facilitate all things, ra- 
ther to grant them part of their Quarter of May, or tie 
whole, 1f it could not be done otherwiſe. I did yield to 
this Expelient, as being very good if it can ſucceed. We 


will propoſe it 3 8nd in caſe it be not agreed unto, I ti] 
| R 3 periift 
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pcr{itjn my Opinion, to paſs the Oath on the Conditions 
propos'd by the Dire&ors, and the Officers of the Army, 
rather than run the hazard of ſome unexpe&ed Accident. 
The rather too, becauſe the Jaft Clauſe of rhe faid Oath, 
by which the Governors promiſe never to deliver up the 
P:ace t6 any whatever, withont the King's Leave, ſeems 
fo fecure ail : And that His Majsſty having his Choice, 
to take what Governor he ſhall rhink fir out of the Ger- 
2:an Body, it wiil be very etfie to fecure thoſe he will pit 
info the fail Garitons, betcre he gives them their Com- 
DuUNONS.

FF * HE King being acquainted with the Death of the 
Duke of Weimar, and ſtill continuing to have the 


fame Sentiments he has always expreſs'd for the Reſtaura- 
tion of the Liberty of Germany, His Majeſty has deputed 


Count Grebriaut, the Sjzur de Gan, and the Baron 40y- 


ſciwille, in order: to agree with the Direors and Officers 
of the Army Commanded by the late Duke of Weymar, 
about the moſt <ffe&ual Means for the Preſervation of the 
2id Army, the Good and Promotion of the common 
Canſe ; In Performance whereof, the laid Deputies, Di- 
reftors and Officers have agreed, that the Treaties made 
berween. tis Majcity and the late Duke of Weymar, as to 
whar concerns the faid Army, the Confederate Princes, 
Towns and States, thai] be executed according to their 
Form and Tconour, with the Reſerve and Augmentation 
of the following Articles. | | 


- Fir, His Majeſty grants, and expeQts, that the Forces 
rormanded by the late Duke of Wiymar ſhall remain in 
ons Body, as he ſeem'd to deſire it by his laſt Will and 
Teſtament; and that under the DireCftion of the Officers 
char have been nonnnated. Be 

That the Artillery ſhall ftiil be Commanded by the 
fme Ofticers, who had the Command of it under the late 
Duke of Weymar, and commonly joinfd to the German oy 3 
be; ANC 
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and that the F-crch Mareſchals de Camp, and the DireQors 
ot the German Forces, ſhall have the Power to give them 
ſuch Orders as ſhall be neclary. 

Thar in caſe (which God forbid) the ſaid Army, or part 
thereof, ſhou'!d chance robe ruin'd by ſome ill Encoun- 
ter of War, or other inevitable Accident, the King pro- 
miſes to grant the Officers extraordinary Means, to re- 
c:uit the {aid Forces, and put themſelves in a Condti- 
tion to continue their Services.

Crowns 3 to be employ*'d for the Payment of a Mutter for 
the whole Army: As alfo, to furnith in good valuable Ai- 
1ſignations 600000 Livres more, for the Third Quarter of 
this preſent Year, due on the. laſt Day of S-p:cabcr Jalt. 
Out of which 600000 Livres of che Third Quarter, the 
DireC&ors and Officers of the ſaid Army are to emp'ioy 
300000 Livres to re-mount their Cavalry, and to pur their 
Forces in a good Condition. 

Moreover, His Majeſty promiſes to allow all the For- 
ces, both Horſe and Foot, of which the ſaid Body ſhall 
be compos'd, three Quarters and an half yearly, according 
- to the Capitulation they had made with the late Duke of 
IW:ymar ; of which they ſhall be oblig'd immediately to 
give a Copy to His Majeſty's Deputies : The ſaid Half 
Muſter to be employ'd by the Officers, for Recruits, and 
for the Re-eſtabliſhment of their Forces ; and the three 
Muſters, for the Payment of the Officers and Soldiers, ac- 
cording to the Reviews thar ſhall be made of them by the 
Commuſſaries and Comptrollers deputed by His Majeity, 
for that. effet. The firſt of which Muſters is to begin 
from this preſent Day, to be paig on the laſt Day of Oe- 
cember of the preſent Year ; the two others, Quarterly ; 
and the Half Muſter, on the laſt of September, 1640. and 
thus conſecutively. The whole ſhall be paid in weighty

Maintenance of Horſes, Aggeements ſhall be made with 
them, ſuitable to the Times and Reaſon ; and rhar, ac+ 
carding to the Sallaries allow'd them by the late Duke 
of Weymar : A Copy of the Capitulations or State of 
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which 1s alſo to be immediately deliver'd to the ſaid De- 
Puties. 

Moreover, His Majeſty is alſo to furniſh the Warlike 
Ammurnitions that are neceſſary ; and to allow all the 
extraordinary Charges the Army will be at, being in 
Attion5 'of which a particular Aceount is to be given 
to ſuch Perſons as His Majeſty, or the Grand Maſter of 
the Artijlery of France, ſhall depute, in order thereunto, 
in the faid Army.

A Treaty made between the Cardinal-Duke of 
Richelicu for the King, aud the Duke 
Charles of Lorrain. 


| -HE real Repentance the Duke Charles of Lorrain has 
often caus'd Aſſurances to be piven of to the King, 
for the 11! Proceedings he has us'd rowards him theſe ren 
or twelve Years Jaſt paſt ; the Perition he is come tro make 
in Perſon to him, to remit and pardon whatever Deſpair 
micht have urgd him to fay or do, contrary to the Ree 
ſpe& he is ſeniibie he owes him ; and the Aſſurance he 
gives, that for the furure he will be inſeparable from a!l 
the Intereſts of this Crown, have touch'd His Majeſty in 
ſo ſenlible a manner, that he has freely given way to the 
Chriſtian Sentiments, and Movements of Grace, God has 
been pleas*d ro'give him apon that Subje&. In Conſide- 
ration of which, as he beſeeches the Divine Goodneſs to 
pardon his Offences, ſo he heartily forgives thoſe he may 
have receiv'd frem the ſaid Duke. | 
And after the faid Duke has oblig'd himſelf, as he does 
by the preſent Treaty for himſelf, his Succeſlors, and ſuch 
as may be concern'd;To be for the future, and during the 
Courſe of the War, and in time of Peace, inviolably link*d 
to the Intereſt of this Crown ; and to hold no Intelligence 
with thoſe of the Houſe of A«/iria, and other Enemies of 
this State 3 nor with any whatever, that would diſturb the 
Happineſs and Proſperity of His Majeſty's Aﬀairs : Alſo, 
after rhe ſaid Duke's having renounc*d all the Treaties he 
may have made, any wiſe contrary to the Tenour of this.

£141 be concluded, wirh the Villages within the Liberties 
et the faid City of Nency; which are to remain in the Hands 
and Diſpoſitions of His Majeſty, for the Convenience and 
Subſiſtence of the City of Nazcy, as long as it ſhall remain 
as a Pledge. 

It 1s agreed, that'the Town of 11r-{a! is to be demoliſh'd, 
before it be deliver'd to the faid Duke ; and thar no Forti- 
fications are ever to be made there again. | 

It 1s alſo agreed upon, That Trade ſhall be as free be. 
tween the Territories the King reſtores to the ſaid Duke, 
and thoſe that remain to His Majeſty, either in Propriery, 
or as Pledges only, as if they did aQtually belong to him : 
And that whatever ſhall be neceflary for their Subſiſtence, 
ſhall not be deny*'d them by the ſaid Duke and his Subje&s,

It has been farther agreed, That the ſaid Duke ſhall pre- 
ſeatly join the Forces he has withfhim at this tine, as well - 
as all thoſe he may have for the future, with the King's:

Ir is alfo agreed, That it ſhall not be in the power of 
the ſaid Duke 'to make the leaft Alterations in the Benefices 
given by His Majeſty, to the very Day of this preſent 
Treaty : That thoſe who have been inveſted with them, 
ſhall remajn in the peaceable Poſleſſion and Enjoyment 
thereof, without the leaſt Diſturbance or Trouble from the 
faid Duke, or being diſ-poſleſs'd of the ſame: And that 
His Majeſty ſhall continue to have the Diſpoſition of the 
Benefices of the City of Nancy, as long as the ſaid City re- 
mains for a Pledge in his hands; without changing the Ser- 
tlement of the ſaid Benefices.' And as for the Offices of the 
Criminal Juſtice, that are in the ſaid City. of Nancy, they 
| ſhall alſo remain in His Majeſty*s Gifr, to the end that ſuch

ſeſſion and Enjoyment of their Eſtates ; but withour being 
allow*d to profecute or trouble thoſe who have enjoy*d 
them by virtue of the ſaid Gifts. in any manner, or upon 
any pretence whatever. 

No mention is made in this Treaty, of the Difference 
between the ſaid Duke, and the Dutcheſs Nico/a of Lorrain, 
Daughter to the Jate Duke Henry, about their Matriage ;

cleſiaſtical Tribunal ; and that His Holineſs, before whom 
the Parties have brought their Cauſe, will do them Right, 
according to the Juſtice of the fame.

Livres, in French Money, yearly. And in order to make 
the ſaid Payment effeQtive, it is agreed, that the ſaid Sum 
of 120000 Livres ſhall be taken Quarterly, out of the Re- 
ceipt of Bar ; and in caſe thar ſhould nor ſutffiſe, out of 
the Salt-Pits of Rozzers, -and the Demeſne of Nancy : And 
the ſaid Summ 1s to be depoſited into the hands'of ſuck a 
Perſon as ſhall be nominated by His Majeſty, to be deli- 
ver'd to the ſaid Dutcheſs N:ce/z of Lorain. BE 

The Contents above-written have been agreed upon be- 
tween the Cardinal Duke of Richelien tor the King, and the 
ſaid Duke ; who promiſes to perform whatever is con- 
tain'd in the.ſaid Treaty,. with ſo much Fidelity and Stea- 
dineſs, that he conſents, beſides what he leaves His Maje- 
ty by the ſame, in order to remain inſeparably united to 
the Crown, that all the Remainder of h1s Territories which 
His Majeſty does reſtore, and is to reſtore after the Peace, 
may devolve to the ſaid Crown, 12 caſe he does any wife 
deviate from the 'Tenour of this pretent Treaty.

. volve ro him; and that he will moſt certainly deliver 
them into his ſaid Nephew's hands whenever he ſhall be 


of Age, and in a condition £o preſerve them ; or to the 


Cardinal, his Brother ; or to himſelf, in caſe that young 
Prince ſhould chance to die ; he has all the reaſon in the 
world to be fatisfy'd. | 

In caſe His Majeſty ſhould likewiſe think fit to reſtore 
his Penſions to him, to give one to his Son, and one to 
the Princeſs of Carignan, and to intreat the Dutcheſs of 
Savoy, to add to the Portion of the ſaid Prince ; if, more- 
over, he ſhould be willing to employ him in ſome of his 
Armies ; things that may be done, and that may be pro- 
miſed to him ; he will not only find with the King all the 
means thar are neceſſary to quit the Engagement he is in 
with Honour, but aifo all the uſeful ones he in reaſon- 
ably deſire. 

In caſe he ſhould alſo require an immediate Propoſition 
to be made by the King, to the Spaniards, for the reſtitu- 
tion of all the places they are in poſſeſſion of in Piedmont 
fince the late War, on condition that His Majeſty will do 
the ſame ; Anſwer muſt be made, That the King agrees 
to this Article, and will make his Declaration of it after 
the Treaty ; deſiring nothing more, than to find the means 


to ſecure all the Gariſons to the Dake of Savoy, in ſuch a 


manner as no Inconveniencies may ariſe thereby. But 
that whereas Prince Themas ſays, he had rather die, than 
make a Treaty by which his Honour might be wounded ; 
ſo !ikewiſe the King can no wiſe conſent to have that Arti- 
cle put into the "Treaty, of the Surrender of Tur:7, ſince 1t 
would look as if the ſaid City were rather yielded ro him on 
that Conſideration, than by the Force of his Arms. 
The Declaration the King will make on that Account, 
1s 2 ſa{Hcient Security to ſatisfie the Princes, witkour being 
-oblig'd to have Recourſe to the Interpoiition 6f the Pope, 


and of the Y.netiars. | 


Nevertheleſs, the King may do an equivalent thing, 


writing to His Holineſs, and to the Y-nerians, that he en- 
gages for the Reſtauration of the ſaid places, on the Con 
ditions above ſpecity'd. | 

The King moreover condeſcends, that the Pope and the 
Yenejians ſhould interpoſe in the ſajd Treaty afrer irs _ 
made, if they will engage to take Arms for the King in caſe 
the Princes of Savoy, or one of them, breaking their Word, 


Jhould return to the Spaniſb fide. 
- Fs FT 9 3 Bsludes, 
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Beſides, Tf they ſhould require Nice to be put into the 
Cardinal's Hands for the ſpace of fix Months, during 
which the ſaid Interpoſfition may be manag'd, it ſhall be 
granted, provided, as ſoon as ever the Treay 15 made, 
they put Con7 into the hands of the Dutcheſs of Savoy again, 
and that Prince Thomas engages himſelf into the Party of 
France, and comes aftually to ſerve there upon the Account 
of the good Treatment that is offer'd ro him, and of all the 
Securities in writing, he can deſire from the King, for the 
Performance thereof. 

In caſe the ſaid Prince ſays, That before his coming into 
Franc, he muſt contrive to'get his Wife and Children out 
of Spain by Cunning ; it 1s another Blind, to conceal his de- 
ſire of remaining in the Intereſt of Spar. 

 Tna word, If the Jawful Cauſes he has to quit the Spa- 
7:3ru's cannot oblige him to do it open!y, one muſt be blind 
not to tec rhat ne perſiſts in the Reſolution to ruin his Ne- 
phew ; and that his Animoſities againſt France, becauſe it 
is the only Power that can maintain him, is unſpeakable : 
An3 if it be in his Nature to ſuffer his Nephew's Reign, 
he has but roo much cauſe tro forſake the party of thoſe thas 
{cek his ruin, for the 1ll Treatments he has receiv'd from 
them, and more than enough to ſide with France, that will 
Ave him, for the advantages they offer him. |

COUppoſling the Repentance, and the Satzsfaftions Duke 
Charles 1s willing to give the King, and that he will 
ſincerely join himſelf to his Intereſt, and to that of France, 
with all the Forces he can ger, as he has often given His 
Majeſty Aſſurances that he would do, by the ſaid Sieur de 
Fille, as well as by ſeveral others, with all the freedom 
imaginable ; His Majeſty, through his innate Goodneſs, 
may be inclin'd to one of the following nn .

J Mmediately after having ſeen the Diſpatch of Monſteus 

du Hallier, and the Credentials of the Sieur tele from 

the Duke Charles, this Gentleman ' is ſent to him with all 
ſpeed, to acquaint him with the King's Intentions. 

His Majeſty is very willing that the Steur de [2 Grango-arcn 
Ormes ſhould no longer be concern'd in this Aﬀair, having 
only ſent him to the Duke Ch:rles, becauſe he himſelf had 
defir'd it ; which 1s juſtify'd by a Letter of his. / 

The King approves 4« Hallier's proceeding, in giving 2 
Paſs to the Duke Charlzs, to go to, and tarry in ſafety at 
S$:. .tvau ; His Majeſty ſuppoſing his Intention to be good, 
and that he will rreat ſincerely, 15 willing that the Sieur 
du Haller ſhould give him a freſh Security, the moſt am- 
ple, and in the beſt Form that can be made, to abide ar 
Eſpinal. or Remiremont, in order to make his Treaty with 
more Convenience. 

And whereas he is defirous a Commiſſion ſhould be gi- 
ven to adjuſt it, to ſome Perſon of Quality, on whom the 
King repoſes a Confidence, His Majeſty has caſt his Eyes 
upon the ſaid Sieur 4 Haler to that end ; aſſuring him- 
ſelf, that he will diſcharge his Truſt with all the Addreſs 
and Prudence requir'd. .

Tt he ſhould require the Price of the County of Cl-mon?, 
as it was ſtipulated by the Treaty made with him before the 
War, it muſt be repreſented to him, That having pur him- 
ſejf out of the Bounds of that Treaty, by the Breach he 
made with the King, he can no longer require the Execy- 
tion of it. That the War has alter'd all things ; and that 
he oughr to look upon it as a great Favour, that the King 
ſhould return him what he is willing to reſtore, withour 
asking for more. | 

He muſt add to this, That if the -King ſhould demand 
the Charges of the War, in returning his Country to him, 
which he might lawfully do, and is generally done, they 
would amount to more than the Price of the State it ſelf. 

In caſe the ſaid Duke ſhould demand a Strong Hold for 
the place of his Reſidence, it muſt be repreſented to him, 
That the King neither can, nor ought in reaſon. to hearken

HE little Truſt that can be repos'd 1n the Duke of 
Lorrain, makes it very difficult to. make any Treaty 

with him, without running the hazard of being deceiy'd 
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This Conſideration will oblige Monfieur 7 Haller tg 
take a particular Care-to follow all the Expreſſions of the 
Ireaty that is ſent to him moſt reh1giouſly, without ma- 
king any Alterations, becauſe this Prince is captious, and 
that it is certainly known that he has not the Intentions he 
OU ht to have. + 

I: is moreover known, that he has given an Account of 
the Overrures of the Treaty he 1s about, ro the Carding! 
Infant; ſaying, That he is courted to it againſt his Will ; 
and that far greater Offers are made him, than the Condis 
tions the King is willifig to grant him. 

The ſaid Duke has alſo communicated this Treaty to alf 
the Princes of Germany, and particularly to thoſe of Baya. 
ria and Cologne, with th: ſame Suppolitions he has ſent into 
Flanders. : 

It will be proper to let him know that we are acquainted 
with all his Artifices and Levities; and that ſuch a-manner 
of proceeding does almoſt break off all manner of Treaty, 
fince he has nothing on his ſide to give the King, but his 
Fidelicy, which he does nor approve. = 

Nevertheleſc, in order to give Monſieur a Haier means 
to conclude a Treaty, if there be any hopes to make a good 
one, the King has been pleas'd once more to anſwer the 
three new Demands made by Yigel, in the Duke Charles's 
Name; and to give the ſaid du Ha!lier means to ſatisfie the 
faid Duke, if he be capable of acknowledging a Courteſie ; 
which he grants him, beyond what he could expe& in 
Reaſon. | : | 
The ſaid Duke demands the Title of Sovereign in the 
Treaty : That a Gariſon may be given him immediately in 
Lowrain : And that thoſe Gariſons the King is to keep in the 
places that are to remain in his poflefion m4} not be paid 
out of the Revenues of Lorrarn, 4 | 

{ct is thought, that by the firſt of theſe three Demands, 
Duke Charles intends to oblige the King to decide the Sa» 
ligue Law, pretended in Lorrain, in favour of him ; which 
His Majeſty cannot do, without enquirgng farther into 


the matrer ; eſpecially, with a Perſon who 1s not as yet re» 


conciied with him. But to ſhew the King's Goodneſs, he 
is willing, that, ia the Third Article of the Proje&t of the 
Treaty which Monſieur du Hallier has in his hands, inſtead 
of thei: words, Thus the Duke ſhall be reſtor*d to the Poſſefſion 
of the Dutc:3 vj Lorrain, theſe may be inſerted, That he ſhatl 
be reid ua the. Poſſefian of the Sryerignty of the Dutchy of

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As to the Gariſon he deſires, were the King perſuaded 
that he had a mind to treat fancerely; he would condeſceng 
to it; but it 1s impoſlible to reſolve on ir, without thar 
Affurance : *Tis the faid Duke's part to give us ſuch an 
one. | 


I am of opinion that ſuch an one might be had, by in- 


certing 2 Clanſc in the Treaty, by which the Duke may 
ſhew that he is wiling to deprive himſelf of the Means of 
failing. 


The faid Clauſe ought to be as followeth : 


As to the City of La Motte, His Majeſty being mov'd by the 
earneſt Intreaty the ſaid Duke has made to him, to have the ſaid 


City deliver'd into his hands, in order to his veing the better able 


fo execute what he promiſes by the preſent Treaty, ſiace it will put 
him in a Condition not to fear thoſe, whoſe 11 Will he will incur by 
making this Engagement, His ſaid Majeſty has becn pleas'd to grant 
it ; the ſaid Dake conſenting freely, that in caſe he ſhould make 
an ill Uſe of this Advantage, by wolating the preſent Treaty, 
( which he will be the better able to execute, having a ſafe Ree 
rreat,) His Majeſty ſhould make him reſent the Effe&s of his Indig= 
nation, attacking hs Territories anew, and preferving ro Perpen 
ruity whatever he ſhall take there by Force of Arms. 


Though this Clauſe :ſeems to give ſome Aſſurance, the 
Experience of what is paſt, which has ſhewn that norhing 
can hinder rhe ſaid Duke Charles from following his Paſ- 
ſions when-ever he is mov'd by them, makes us ſenfible 
that this Pre-caution 1s not ſufficient to venture to put a 
ſtrong Place into the hands of a Prince, who may chance 
to do a great deal of Miſchief with it during the War. 

Neyerthelets, If, after having ſeen the fazd Duke, Mon- 
fieur du Hallier thinks that there 1s more Sincerity 1n his 
proceeding than before, His Majeſty will run that hazard, 
to promote a Peace. | 

As to the Payment -of the Gariſons, the King reſtoring 
the ſaid Duke to the Poſſeſſion of his Territories, out of 
his extraordinary Goodneſs, His Majeſty has no Thoughts 
-of reſerving any thing to himſelf there, beſides the places 
mention'd in the ſaid Treaty, with the Liberties thereot; 
.3nfomuch that in caſe the ſaid Duke immediately paſles the 
Treaty, coming between this and the Month of annary, 
to pay his Reſpe&s ro the King, he ſhall begin to enjoy his 
Territories en the very beginning of rhe next Year, 
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It wiil be Monſieur 4u Hallier's part to decide the Liber- 
ties of the ſaid Towns very advantageouſly for the King. 

There w1ll be no need of mentioning the Liberties of 
Clermont, ſince the County is to remain in the King's Hands, 
as well as the Town. 

The King deſires'the ſaid du Hallier to cauſe a Map to be 
made of all the Country round about the faid Places, in 
which the Liberties of the ſame are to be particularly no- 
ted, according as he ſhall think they ought to be, and fo 
ſend the ſame to His Majeſty, who will acquaint him with 
his Pleaſure therein. " : 

Thus Monſieur du Hallier may acquaint the Duke of 
Lerrain ; "That in treating with him, he will treat as with 
a Sovereign ; and that he does not doubr, in cafe the faid 
Duke behaves himſelf towards His Majeſty as he ought to 
do, that he will pay the Gariſons of the Towns that are ro 
remain in his hands. In a word, That he 1s perſuaded, that 
when he ſees him, if he knows how to deferve His Majeſty's 
Favour, he will be able to give him SatisfaCtion : But that 
he canner explain himſelf farther, without having ſeen the 
Diſpoſition he is in, and known the Security he is willing 
to give His Majeſty of his Fidelity. Moreover, Whenever 
the ſaid du Hallier ſees the Duke, it will ſuit with his Pru- 
dence to behave himſelf in ſuch a manner, that in caſe the 
faid Duke be not in a Condition to perform his Duty freely 
rowards the King, he may not be able to ſay, That he has 
been willing to reſtore La Motte to him immediately. 

Monſieur du Hallier 1s to let him make the Propoſition

tempt he makes upon Nancy, ſhew clearly, that the firſt End 
of the {evera] Journeys and Meſſages he ſends to Monſieur 


.du Halliicr, is his Enterpriſe. 


Ir is 1mpoſſible to know whether the ſaid Duke intends 
to treat freely with the King, in eaſe his Enterprize ſhould 
fail: Bur 1t 1s certain that he will never come to the Con=- 
cluſion of any Treaty while that is on foot, by reaſon that 
the Succeſs of ſuch a Deſign is, in his Imagination, muck 
more advantageous than any Treaty he can make. 

Upon this Foundation, which is to be held infallible, in 
my Opimon, the firſt thing to be done, 15s, to break the ſaid 
Duke's Deſign upon Nancy : Which may be done two ſeve- 


ral Ways: 


The Firſt is, By diſcovering the ſaid Enterpriſe, if poſ- 
ſible ; and by puniſhing thoſe ſeverely, who ſhall be con» 
victed of having a hand in the ſame. 

The Second 1s, In caſe wecannot diſcover the particular 
Circumſtances of the Treaſon that 1s. projeted, that Mon= 


| Hieur as Hallicr muſt plainly acquaint the ſaid Duke Charles, 


that he knows his Deſign, that he ought to be aſham'd to 
anſwer the King's good Will rowards him by ſuch an Aion 
as that he is projeCting : That having ſuch a Deſign, he 
delires him no Jonger to ſend any body, rowards him, nor 
any longer to harbour any Thoughts, out of Gratitude for 
the Zeal he had to ſerve him in the King's Service, to make 
him forfeit his Life and Honour. | 

Ar the ſame time Monficur a» Hallier is to baniſh from 
17ancy all ſuſpe&ed Perſons, without ſparing Women, by 
whoſe Means one may often inlituate ones felt into Men's 
Minds ; and to remove out of the Gariſon all ſuch as he is 
any wiſe jealous of; and finajly, ro provide againſt the 
Duke's evil Defigns, by all manner of Means. :
